LOSS OF THE CLARA NEVADA. 


Confirmatory News Just Received 
from Juneau, 
ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NANAIMO (B. C.,) Feb. 17.—A special 
from Juneau, Alaska, of February 12, 
confirms the news of the loss of the 


Clara Nevada, and says that the cause 


of the disaster was doubtless the ex- 
plosion of her boilers. Of the fifty peo- 
ple on board none are believed to have 
been saved. Tihe wreck was discovered 
by T. A. Markham, customs ea 
at Juneau, who ordered the Rustler to 
the scene in Lynn Canal, where a burn- 
ing versel ‘had been seen. Wreckage 
bearing the name of the ill-fated ves- 
sel was found, but there was nothing 
to.show the identity of any of the pas- 
gpengers. 

The Clara Nevada was a tramp 


steamer and as she was plying between 
United States ports she did not neéd to 
file her passenger list with the custom- 
house officers. Those she had aboard 
had been picked up at Skaguay, being 
attracted by the cut she made in rates. 
It is thought she carried about twenty 
passengers of whom two or three were 
women. Several were bound for Juneau 
and the balance for Seattle. 

Frank Whitney of Cripple Creek, 
Colo., was known to be one of 
the unfortunates. He had been waiting 
for his wife to join him at Skaguay, 
and, becoming impatient, boarded the 
Nevada at the last minute. His wife 
arrived at Skaguay only a few hours 
after the Nevada sailed, and, learning 
of his deprture, followed him south on 
the steamer Rosalie, expecting to. meet 
him in Seattle.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

The administration still believes the 
disaster an accident, and that there 
will be no war, but is making every 
preparation for any event. Secretary 
Long has revoked the orders to place 
the double-turreted monitors, Puritan 
and Terror, in reserve at League 
Island. They are now undergoing re- 
pairs at Norfolk. The effect of this 
order will be to keep the officers and 
men aboard the vessels, which will be 
kept in commission and ready for 
service. 

LEE’S DISPATCHES SUPPRESSED.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

The Government Now Awaits the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The_ gov- 
ernment has settled back into a waiting 
attitude in respect to the terrible ma- 
rine disaster in Havana Harbor. The 
great shock caused by the news has 
given way to a calmer and more ju- 
dicial state of mind, and realizing from 
the events of the day that the court 
of inquiry is the sole dependence in. 
the search for the cause of the Maine's 
loss, the naval officers are now re- 
signed to await the results of that in- 
quiry by a court named.today by the 

Navy Department. 


There was little news to add to the 
sum of information as to the disaster 


during the forenoon. No telegrams 
came, and all that could be gleaned was 
a denial of some absurd story or other 
that had crept into print or became 
current gossip. All the news of the day 
came in the late afternoon in the shape 
of Capt. Sigsbee’s report of the author- 
ization of the funeral of his dead sail- 
ors and Gen. Lee’s graphic story of the 
terrible struggle for life in the dark 
hull of the Maine. 

he officials at the Navy Department 
devoted the day to the effort-of cor- 
recting the list of living and dead; to 
answering frantic telegraphic appeals 
from relatives of men on the battle- 
ship, and last, but not least, in meet-

While this is re- 
quired by every creditable sentiment, 
they say they are bound to remove the 
hull from the small harbor in any case, 
and it may be as easy or easier to raise 
her as it would be to destroy the hull 
and machinery by the use of divers 
and dynamite. It is believed this work 
can best be done by private wrecking 
eorporations and negotiations are al- 
ready on foot for placing the contract, 
based on work by the day, at an es- 
timated cost of $200,000.

HE WAS ON WATCH, 


Succinct Account of the Disaster by 
Lieut. Blandin. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, Feb. 17.—Lieut. John J. 
Blandin of Baltimore, one of the 
Maine's survivors, who is at the Key 
West Hotel, gave the correspondent of 
the Associated Press a succinct account 
of the disaster, saying that not until 
now has he been able to recollect the 
sequence of events in the awful ten 
minutes following the explosion Tues- 
day evening. Lieut. Blandin was on 
the Trenton at the time of the disas- 
ter of Samaa, in March, 1889, when 
American and German vessels lost 244 
men all told. He says: 

“IT was on watch, and when the men 
had been piped below, I looked down 
the main hatches and over the side of 
the ship. Everything was absolutely 
normal. I walked aft to the quarter- 
deck, behind the rear turret, as I was 
allowed after 8 o'clock in the evening, 
and sat down on the port eide, where 
I remained for a few minutes; then, for 
some reason I cannot explain to my- 
self, I moved to the starboard side and 
Sat down there. I was feeling a bit 
gium, and, in fact, was so quiet that 
Lieut. J. Wood came up and asked, 
laughingly, if I was asleep. I said: 
‘No, I am on watch.’ 

“Scarcely had I spoken wh there 
came a dull, sullen roar. Would to 
God I could blot out the sound and the 
Scenes that followed. Then came @ 
sharp explosion—some say numerous 
detonations. I remember only one. It 
Seemed to me that the sound came from 
the port side, forward. Then came @ 
perfect rain of missiles of all kinds, 
from huge pieces of cement to blocks 
of wood, steel railings, fragments of 
gratings and all kinds of débris that 
would be detachable in an exploston. 

“T was struck on the head by @ piece 
of cement and knocked down, but I 
was not hurt, and got to my feet in 
a moment. Lieut. Hood had run to 
the poop, and I supposed, as I fol- 
lowed, that he was dazed by the shock 


‘and about to jump overboard. I hailed 


him, and he answered that he had run 
to the poop to help lower the boats. 

“When I got there, though scarce a 
minute could have elapsed, I had to 
wade in water to my knees, and @- 
most instantly the quarter deck wes 
awash. n the poop*l] found Capt. 
Sigsbee ‘45 c.* as if at a ball, and 
soon all the officers, except Jenkins 
and Merritt, joined us. The poop was 
above water, after the Maine settled 
to the bottom. Capt. Sigsbee ordered 
the launch and barge lowered, and of- 
ficers and men, who by this time had 
assembly, got the boats out and res- 
cued a number in the water. 

“Capt. Sigshee ordered Lieutenant- 
Commander Wainright forward to see 
the extent of the damage, and if any- 
thing could be done to rescue those 
forward or to extinguish the fMames, 
which followed close upon the explo- 
sion and burned fiercely as long as

THE MAINE’S CONDITION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Feb. 17.—The night of the 
disaster to the Maine, a light wind

“I have no theories as to the cause 
of the éxplodion. I cannot form any. 
An examination by divers. may tell 
something to court of inquiry. I, 
with others, had heard that the Ha- 
vana Harbor was full of torpedoes, but 
the officers whose duty it was to ex- 
amine into that, reported that they 
found no signs of any. Personally, I 
do not believe the Spanish had any- 
thing to do with the disaster. Time 
may tell. I hope so. 

“We were in a delicate position on 
the Maine, so far as taking any pre- 
cautions were concerned. We were 
friends in a friendly (or called friendly) 
port, and could not fire upon or chal- 
lenge the approach of any boat board- 
ing us, unless convinc#@i that her in- 


tention was hostile. 

“I wish to heaven I could forget it. 
I have been in two wrecks now, and 
have had my share. But the rever- 
beration of that sullen, yet resonant, 
roar, as if the bottom of the sea were 
groaning in torture, will haunt me for 
many a day, and the reflection of that 
pillar of flames comes to me even when 
I close my eyes.”

Sight Was Most Horrible and not

FUNERAL AT HAVANA. 


Twenty-two Dend Seamen Receive 
Last Earthly Honors. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


HAVANA, Feb. 17.—[By Key West 
Cable.] The interment of the martyrs 
of the Maine took place this afternoon 
about5 o’clock. Shortly before that hour 
al] Havana was in mourning. The flags 
on the public builidngs were at half- 
mast, and many of the houses were 
draped in mourning. All classes were 
cuncecneted in the throngs that filled 
the streets along which the funeral pro- 
cession passed. The order of the pro- 
cession was as follows: 

The Municipal Guards on horseback, 
in full uniform; the city brigade, the 
municipal employés, the Aldermen in 
seven splendidly-decorated firemen’s 
cars, special cars bearing the remains, 
nine bodies being carried on @ splen- 
didly-decorated car; the clergy, depu- 
tations consisting of the chief officers 
of the army, navy and volunteers, rep- 
resentatives of various official bureaus 
and of the customhouse, a-eommittee 
representing the grocers, the Council 
of Administration, representatives of 
the treasury, press and various politi- 
cal organizations; the chief officers of 
the Maine, the representatives of for- 
eign governments, the city magistrates 
with their mace-bearers, provincial 
deputies, employés of the autonomic 
government, the municipal mace-bear- 
ers,-Gen. Parrado with four aides, rep- 
resenting Gen. Blanco (whose personal 
presence was not allowable under the 
law,) having on his right United States 
Consul-General Lee and on his left 
the Mayor of Havana; the Marquis 
Larrinaga, Admiral Manterola, Gen. 
Salania and other officers. two com- 
panies of marines and infantry. 

The population that lined the route 
gave every indication of the profound- 


est respect. 

The crown from the City Council 
bears the inscription: “‘The people of 
Havana to the victims of the Maine.” 
There wes a handsome crown of silk 
ribbons in the Spanish national colors 
with the iscription: “The Navy De- 
partment at Havana to the victims of 
the Maine.’’ Among other tokens is 
an emblem from the Havana Yacht 
Club. 

Gen. Blanco witnessed the passing of 
the funeral procession from the bal- 
cony of the palace. The entire cere- 
mony was a most impressive demon- 
stration of sympathy. 

The divers have not yet commenced 
work on the wreck. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press visited the hospitals of San Am- 
brosio and the Alfonso XIII yesterday 
and again today and met Miss Clara 
Barton and John Elwell of the Red 
Cross society. The scene was heart- 
breaking. Some of the men however, 
are already much better, and they are 
carefully attended by Dr. Rernardino 
Maas, whose treatment is kindness 
itself. 

Two men are near death, Carl A. 
Smith, whose leg and jaw were broken, 
and who is badly burned, and A. An- 
derson, who has burns all over his 
body. Both have received the secra- 
ment. Elaborate preparations were 
made for the interment of the dead. 
The twenty-two bodies were brought 
to the City Hall, where they rested in 
coffins covered with beautiful crowns 
of silk ribbons, with appropriate in- 
scriptions.

Hongkong, where the torpedoes are xt 
all times kept in position, and it may 
be presumed that the same precau- 


bor to guard against an unexpected 
raid by a swift steamer that might 
fall into the hands of the insurgents. 

These torpedoes are not of the con- 
tact type, as are called the torpedces 
that are set to go off upon the touch 
of the hull of a vessel passing over 
them, but are arranged to be exploded 
only by means of electric currents sent 
from shore by buried wires. These 
fixed torpedoes are really mines, and 
carry much larger charges than tne 
small torpedoes discharged from the 
torpedo tubes of warships. 

In view of the near approach to New 
York of the Spanish man-of-war, 
which has caused so much comment, 
although it has ‘been explained semi- 
officially thatshe is merely returning the

NAVY DEPARTMENT ADVICES. 


Admiral Sicard Gives the Make-up 
of the Court of Inquiry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Navy 
Department received a dispatch this 
morning from Admiral Sicard, in com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
giving the detail of the court of in- 
quiry to investigate the Maine disaster. 
Tt is as follows: Capt. Sampson, pres- 
ident of the court; Cant. Chadwick. 
Lieutenant-Commander Schroder and 
Lieutenant-Commander Marix. Capt. 
Sampson is commander of the battle- 


ship Iowa now at the Tortugas. Capt. 


Chadwick is commander of the New 
York, at Key West. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Schroeder is executive officer 
of the battleship Massachusetts, now 
at the Tortugas. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Marix is executive officer of the 
Vermont. He was formerly with the 
Maine as executive officer before the 
detail of Lieutenant-Commander Wain- 
wright, who relieved him. 

The Navy Department officials felt 
that there was little to do at this mo- 
ment, and that it remained for the in- 
vestigation to be completed before fur- 
ther ection could be taken. Admiral 
Sicard’s board has ample authority to 
make the most searching investigation 
into the causes of the disaster, 

The Fern and the Mangrove arrived 
ait Havana last evening. They are pro- 
vided with diving apparatus, and as 
every Wwarship’s company includes at 
least several expert divers, there will be 
no lack of men to make the necessary 
search. These men can be depended 
upon to report the exact facts. They 
are familiar with the bottom of a war- 
ship of the type of the Maine, and are 
not likely to be led into the mistake of 
supposing the outlet hole or piping to 
the interior to he a torpedo hole. 

It is believed that under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances this investiga- 
tion cannot be made for several days. 
Arrangements must be made for the 
proper working of the diving outfits, 
and the board of inquiry must deter- 
mine upon a line of action. Besides, 
Lieutenant-Commander Marix, who 
will be a member of the court of in- 
quiry, has just been released from 
duty with the Billings court-martial 
in this city. He left Washington at 
11 o'clock today by train for Key 
West, and he is Supposed to be as- 
signed to duty as Judge-Advocate of 
the court. 

Probably the board will be conveyed 
from Key West to Havana by the 
Olivette or by one of the lighthouse 
tenders, as it is again stated today 
that the Navy Department has no in- 
tention of sending another man-of-war 
to Havana immediately. 


COAL-BUNKER THEORY. 
[ASSOCIATED, PRESS NIGHT PEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—General 
fear is expressed by the old officers 
at the Navy Department that the de- 
struction of the Maine has been so 
complete, at least in the forward por- 
tion of the ship, where the explosion 
is believed to have occurred, that it 
would be, perhaps, impogsfble to find 
sufficient evidence in the wreck of the 
hull to be able to declare with cer- 
tainty the cause of the disaster. 

The reports coming from Havana 
and printed this morning, descriptive 
of the appearance of the wreck yes- 
terday, strengthen those doubts. The 
fall of the smokestack, the disappear- 
ance of the big turret guns, the over- 
turning of the deck forward, all seem 
to indicate fhat an enormous destruc- 
tion has ocrurred below. 

Nothing has yet developed in the 
news frow Havana as to the appear- 
ance of the wreck, or in the conflict- 
ing stories of the survivors, to 
change the opinion of the majority of 
the officers stationed in the Navy De- 
partment, that the Maine sunk as the 
result of an internal explosion. As to 
the origin of this explosion, there is 
still a wide difference of opinion, but 
the coal-bunker theory today finds 
very many more strong supporters 
than any other theory. This theory is 
based on the supposition that spon 
taneous combustion took place in cne 
of the bunkers, which, on the Maine, 
were separated from the mazazine 
forward by single thin partitions of 
iron, and ignited the magazine and 
cavsed the destruction of the versel. 

It Is said that on the battlesnip In- 
diana no less than seven fires have 
occurred in the coal bunkers. The 
Philadelphia has had at least one 
within the past year, while in the case 
of the flagship of the North Atlantic 
squadron, the New York, the depart- 
ment was obliged to order the discon- 
tinuance of the use of the magazine 
in the center of the ship, because of 
danger from this cause, and Secause 
it was subject to high degree :f heat 
by radiation from the furnaces. 

In connection with the theory of 
spontaneous combustion, the «haracter 
of the coal supplied to the Indiana 
assumed some importance. This _ is 
supplied at present to the Bureau of 
Equipment, and the head of that bu- 
reau, Capt. Bradford, asserted today 
positively that the coal was the very 
best. He produced the quarterly re- 
port required by the regulations to 
show exactly the state of the Maine’s 
coal supply and the quality of the 
coal- At the end of December the 
vessel had fifty-two tons of «oal only 
in her bunkers. This was Pocanontas 
and New River coal. Capt. Bradford 
said the Pocahontas is a_ standard 
naval’ coal and is rated at 100. New 
River follows next, and is set down at 
90 per cent. These are semi-bitumi- 
nous coals of a quality closely ap- 
proaching that of the celebrated Welsh 
navigation coal, the British naval 
standard. In the opinion of Capt. 
Bradford, neither of these coals is 
particularly. subject to spontaneous 

bustion. 

"Taine the Maine has been in the Gulf 
of Mexico, however, she probably has 
consumed a good part of this coal, and 
has replenished her stock from the 
naval store at the Key West station. 
The coal there taken on was anthracite, 
which, said Capt. Bradford, “is no more 
subject to spontaneous combustion than 
a vile of stones.” 

The Maine took 280 tons of this coal 
in December and January. Before she 
left for Havana she loaded up with 275 
tons more. This coal at Key West is 
kept behind a picket fence, very much 
exposed to any evil-minded person who 
might desire to conceal a bomb therein: 
saints that could only be effected 
with great difficiulty after the coal was 
stored in the bunkers. These obscure 
fires arising from spontaneous combus- 
tion are very difficult to detect. Such 
fires have been known to smoulder un- 
disturbed in piles of coal at the Wash- 
ington navy yard here for many days 
before the breaking out and this, too, 
notwithstanding the fact that the piles 
were visited almost daily. 

Aboard a ship the taking of the tem- 
perature of the magazines #aiily is one 
of the precautions to guard against 
such fires. In the case of the Maine this 
observation was usually taken at 9 
o'clock in the morning, so that it was 
entirely pcssible for a bunker fire to 
have developed sufficient heat during 
the twelve hours that lapsed before 
the explosion to have ignited the am- 
munition. While the brown “powder 
used for the 10-inch guns is difficult to 
ignite without a detonator, still appli- 
cation of heat in excess of 600 deg. for 
some time will cause the explosion 


which the application of a match would.

THE WAR SCARE. 


Capt. Dodge is Ready Even if Gov. 
Budd is Not.

HIT BY A TORPEDO. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Feb. 17.— 
A special to the Times-Union ind Cit- 
izen from Key West says: 

“The general opinion of mnauy per- 
sons here is that the Maine was hit 
by a torpedo, after which the mza- 
zine exploded. In an interview, Thomas 
Melville of Brooklyn, who was not iti- 
jured and was on watch on the.quartrr- 
deck, said that he felt two distinct 
shocks. The first was not as severe 
as that which blew up the ship. Other 
survivors are of the same opinion, that 
it was foul work. 

“Martin Riordan, a submarine diver 
of Key West and a survivor of the 
Maine, has been telegraphed for from 
Havana by Consul-Gereral wee and 
Capt. Sigsbee, and will go over imme- 
diately to dive under the Maine and 
discover the cause of the disaster.” 


INJURED AT HAVANA. 


Twenty-nine Drave Men Receiving 
Much Attention. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY. NEVORT.] 


HAVANA, Feb. 16.—[By Key West 
Cable. Delayed in transmission.] There 
Are twenty-nine of the fjured from the 
Maine quartered at the Military Hos- 
pitazl of San Ambrosio, and Dr. Manos 
nas given directions that they be cared: 
for in the best ward of tthe hospital. 
Many physicians and assictants§ are 
in nttendance upon them under the su- 
pervision of Dr. Bernardino Moro, yvol- 
untarily assisted by Dr. Charles Fin- 
lay and Sister Mary Walterforce of the 
Royal British Nuree Association. 

The wounded men-‘have been visited 
by many ladies. Six of the wounded, 
Joseph Kana, Alfred Johnson, Charles 
Rergwan, G. Fox, C. Christianson and 
Oscar Anderson, will be able to return 
to Key West today on board the Oliv- 
ette. Charles A. Smith, who is suffering 
from a broken leg and burns about the 
jaw, is a very sick man, and it is 
feared that he may die. The other 
sufferers are doing well. 

Thomas Waters, Martin Webster and 
Thomas Smith are at the Military Hos- 
pital of Alfonso XIII. Webster says 
he was sleeping below when he was 
awakened by cries of fire, and shortly 
afterward there was an explosion. Wa- 
ters, who was on duty in ‘tthe emgine- 
room, was thrown six feet into the air 
and fell on an awning of the Maine and 
thence rolled into the water, from which 
he was miraculously saved. 

Capt. Sigsbee, Lieut. Holman, Pay- 
master Ray, Surgeon WHenneberger, 
Chaplain Chadwick, Engineer Newell 
and Engineer Cluverious, Gunner Buller 
and a seaman named Anthony are stop- 
ping at the Hotel Inglaterra. 

The evening papers (of Wednesday,) 
éxcept La Discusion, printed leading 
editorials and sentimental declarations 
of sympathy with the Maine’s surviv- 
ors. The flags over all public build- 
ings are at half-mast, out of respect 
for the dead. 


AT KEY WEST. 


Well and Injured are Better for a 
Night’s Rest. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Feb. 17.—The re- 
ports upon the Maine’s wounded today 
are favorable. Every possible care is 
‘being bestowed upon them, and both 
well and injured are brighter and bet- 
ter after a night’s rest. 3 

The officers and men not connected 
with the Maine show signs of exhaus- 
tion. Commander Forsyth of the naval 
station here has been on duty ever 
since the first news of the disaster was 
received here and the officers and men 
on the torpedo boats Cushing and 
Ericsson have been under a great strain 
which no one who has not traveled on 
these “elongated coffins,” can appre- 
ciate. 

Fortunately the threatened norther 
did not develop, so the trip between 
here and the Tortugas w'as not so bad. 
But after a few accidents, the discovery 
will be made that the Florida Channel, 
between Key West and Cuba, is one of 
the roughest and most dangerous 
passages for small boats in the world. 
Experienced men Say it is worse than 
the English Channel, the Gulf Stream 
meeting the tide and wind and there 
being always a treacherous sea. The 
account of frequent delays in the 
eighty-mile passage between this port 
and Havana, creates the growing im- 
pression that torpedo boats are not fii 
for outside service. A _ list of the 
wounded who arrived here on ithe 
Olivette is being made out. 

OVERHAULING THE COAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Feb. 17.—The an- 
thracite coal here for the supply of the 
United States warships is being over. 
hauled in a search for infernal ma- 
chines. It is pointed out, however, that 
the Maine took her coal on board here 
a week ago, and that it is not likely 
that the mechanism of any infernal 
machine would delay action so long. 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

KEY WEST, (Fla.,) Feb. 17.—When 
the keys of the magazines were delivered 
to. Capt. Sigsbee, the temperature of the 
forward magazine was 59 deg., and it 
is said that no high explosives were 
stored there, which would seem to make 
mystery more dense.

| forward part of the Maine is practic- 
ally in atoms. That the aft magazine 
Which was filled with high explosives, 
was unaffected by the concussion and 
did not go up, is another mystery, but 
as, had this magazine 
exploded, no one on board eco , 
escaped death.

Commander Wynn, retired, of the 
navy. Who is living here, has been in- 
defatigahle in caring for the wounded 
and his daughter and niece have writ- 
ten a number of letters for the wounded 
men. 

Commander Forsyth early this morn- 
ing issued a complete outfit of clothing 
to all the seamen in need of it. The 
commander is constantly in ‘personal 
charge of everything being done here 
for the relief of the wounded, etc. He 
is deluged with telegrams and. has 
much personal matter thrust upon him. 

The stories that a torpedo may have 
been concealed in the coal furnished 
‘a the Maine is scouted here, but an 
imenection of fuel coal for the warsnips 
will be made hereafter. « 

In this connection, it is advisable to 
liscount the steries in circulation at 
Havana.and here regarding the Maine 
having been blown up by ai torpedo 
pinced under the ship. The Maine 
reached Havana unannounced, and 
therefore it would have been difficult, 


if not impossibie, to have placed 2 
torpedo at the spot where she was 
moored. 

A lieutenant of the Maine, 
name is withheld at his request, 
questioned today regarding the dis- 
patch from Havana, saying that a 
diver had discovered a hole, appar- 
ently made by a torpedo, in the hull 
of the Maine. He said: ‘Why not 
make the hole 800 feet or 8000 feet? One 
story is as likely as the other.’’ 

In short, the cause of the explosion 
is completely shrouded in mystery, 
and the demolition.of the battleship 
is so complete that it is probable the 
secret of the disaster will never be 
known. It is believed here that the 
censorship at Havana will now be 
made more stitct than ever, and that 
a postal supervision will be demanded, 
if neces y. 

No boats, except torpedo-boats, and 
the cruiser New York here, or near 
here, are suitable to send to Havana. 
A strong wind prevails, and there will 
be ‘high water in the gulf, and the 
Florida Channel. The Mangrove or 
Fern may come from Havana at any 
time. The American and Cuban 
ladies here are busy preparing deli- 
cacies for the wounded, and supply- 
ing the hospitals with flowers. Every- 
one, from the bootblacks to the wealthy 
cigar manufacturers, are animated by 
Sympathy, and are anxious to do any- 
thing in their power to relieve the 
wounded. 

THE DEPARTMENT'S THANKS.

DESCRIBES THE CATASTROPHE.

Passenger on the City of Washinz- 
ton Saw the Blow-up. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
KEY WEST (Fia2.,) Feb. 17.—Jos¢ 
Mann of New York, a passenger on 
board the City of Washington, which 
was moored near the Maine on Tues- 
day night, at the time of the disaster, 


said: 

“While we were conversing in the 
cabin at about 9:40 Tuesday nignt, a 
loud report startled the company. They 
rushed to the portholes and saw an im- 
mense flash shoot up in the air, with 
a terrific report. Debris of all kinds 
and a large number of bodies were 
thrown upward. 
lieved that the Maine was being fired 
upon, but afterward, as the City of 
Washington was struck by what 
turned out to be falling debris, aud 


not being fired on. 
took place, and following it we heard 
groans and cries of ‘Help! help!’ 

“The boats of the City of Washing- 
ton and those of the Spanish «ruiser 
Alphonso XIII were hurriedly launched 
and went to the rescue. I went in 
one of the boats of the City of Wash- 
ington, and the scenes I witnessed 
were heart-rending beyond descrip- 
tion. 

“Two of the small boats on board 
the City of Washington were stove in 
by debris from the Maine. The bat- 
tleship sank even with the water in 
about three minutes after the oxplo- 
sion. The City of Washington wes 
converted into a veritable hospital. 
Many of the rescued men were brought 
on board almost nude, and the pas- 
sengers gave them clothing, etc. The 
officers of the City of Washington did 
all in their power to make the -escued 
men comfortable. 

“About half an hour after the ex- 
plosion, Consul-General Lee, the civil 
Governor of Havana, and Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco’s chief of staff came on ooard. 
Gen. Lee remained with us all night. 
The affair caused the most intense ¢x- 
citement in Havana. Several »wodies 
were picked up in the harbor and iden- 
tified, though horribly mangled.” 

The explosion occurred.forward of the 
midships section of the Maine. 

Later reports today from the wounded 
of the Maine show them to be doing 
well, except in the case of Patrick 
Foley, an apprentice, whose skull was 
fractured. It is feared Foley will die. 

The officers of the Maine here are at 
the hotels or with army and navy 
friends, and the seamen and others 
have been provided for at the barracks 
or have been sent to the cruiser New 
York. A distribution of clothing will 
be made to them as soon as possible. 
The officers can buy all they want here 
in the way of clothing. 

Regarding the explosion, the officers 
of the Maine are reticent. They are 
evidently under orders to keep quiet 
on the subject, but the men talk more 
freely, and they, including the petty 
officers of the Maine, are unanimous in 
insisting that the _explosion was caused 
by a large torpedo planted ‘before the 
Maine arrived at Havana. 

The naval men here say that would 
be possible, but is not likely. The an- 
chorage for the Maine was designated 
by a buoy and the location of the buoy 
was fixed by the harbor officials. It 
is added that any of the officials, per- 
fectly posted as to the currents and 
tides, might plant a torpedo at night so 
that, under certain conditions of tide, 
it would be under the forward part 
of the Maine as she swung to her 
moorings. Once planted, 
stated here, such a torpedo could be 
exploded. from the shore, or from a boat 
at any time fixed upon by those in the 
secret. 

All this, however, is regarded as he- 
ing unlikely to occur and as being al- 
most impossible to occur without the 
collusion of the Spanish officials. The 
Maine, according to the reports re- 
ceived here, was split open forward, 
therefore it is difficult to see how such 
a result could be attained by a torpedo 
from the outside. It is pointed out 
that the explosion seems to have come 
from within, although the keys of the 
magazines were in the hands of Capt. 
Sigsbee at p.m.

CASA DE CASTELAR, 


SETTLEMENT REMOVES 
TO LARGER QUARTERS. 


An Attractive Home—New Features. 
Trained Nurse to Make Monthly 
Reports—Crigin and Purpose of 
the Settlement—Coming Festivi- 
ties. 


The Los Angeles College Settlement, 
an organization about which there ex- 
ists a somewhat vague impression, ex- 
cept in the minds of those directly in- 
terested in and-benefited by the work 
that has been quietly carried on for the 
last few years, has removed from the 
picturesque adobe on Castelar and Ord 
streets, one block north , to a sixteen- 
room frame house on Alpine and Cas- 
telar. The adobe was relinquished only 
when the work outgrew the quaint old 
quarters, and it is the earnest hope of 
the settlement people that a new and 
permanent adobe home may some day 
be built. 

The new house is being furnished ina 
simple, artistic, homelike fachion, the 
settlement people holding for the best 
in art as in other things. The walls 
of the two large connecting front 
rooms, to be used as the general club- 
rooms, are tinted in soft shades of 
green, and hung with a few choice pic- 
tu. 3; the painted floors are covered 
rugs and all the appointments 
are in the simplest and most refined 
taste, the whole effect being, as it is 
intended to be, that of a pleasant home. 
Two sunny rooms are given Over to 
the kindergarten which is carried on 
under the auspices of the Free Kinder- 
ten Association, and there are other 
rooms for special clubs and a cosy 
apartment for the library, which was 
last fall made a permanent station of 
the city public library, the first sta- 
tion to be established. 

The settlement report states that the 
library has become a prosperous ce 
livery station, with a circulation of 
thirty books each Saturday evening, 
while from fifty to seventy-five readers 
avail themselves of the fire and lights 
of the reading-room. During the year, 
602 books have gone unto 65 homes; 
the tone of juvenile books read is be- 
coming noticeabiy higher and the use 
of Svanish books increasing. 

The upper floor will be used princi- 
patly for bedrcoms for the residents 
of the bouse who will all pay their 
board, thus making that part of the 
settlement se.f-supporting. The resi- 
dents at present number three—the 
hcusekeeper, a trained nurse and one 
young woman. 

The nurse, who is a new and import- 
ant factor in the settlement, is paid 
$5) a month, that sum having recently 
been appropriatea by the city for the 
purpose. She expected to work in con- 
junction with the Health Officer and to 
make n.onthly reports on the sanitary 
condition of the neighborhood. 

On the list of March it is expected 
that public spray baths will be opened, 
the small houses in the rear of the large 
building being used for that purpose. 
The baths wjli be well conducted by a 
man who has had much experience in 
that line in New York, and a small 
fee will be charged. 

The idea of the settlement people, 
who are nearly all college women, is to 
have a home, in the district, and unit- 
ing science and sympathy, to make a 
careful study of existing conditions, 
There is nothing strained in the rela- 
tionship existing between the people of 
the house and their neighbors, all com- 
munication being on the basis of intel- 
ligent friendship. As the report says, 
the settlement is not a school, a gis- 
sion or an institution. “It is a life cen- 
tered in a home. A life that is inter- 
ested in the life of the neighborhood, 
working through the people of that 
neighborhood for better government, 
better santitation, more intelligent cit- 
izenship and higher intellectual and 
social development. It is a life that 
works with people, not for people, that 
shares with rather than gives to them. 
The man or woman who is a member of 
the settlement household is convinced 
that his*neighbor is living under un- 
favorable conditions. A true knowledge 
of these conditions is the first requisite 
for helpfulness. His neighbor must be- 
lieve in the reality of his friendship. 
He has something to give him, it may 
be out of a life wide in culture, edu- 
cation and refinement. His neighbor 
has something to give him without 
which his life would be narrow and 
incomplete. Invariably the social life 
of the house finds expression in iu- 
merous clubs where are gathered the 
men, women and children of the neigh- 
borhood: but the life never centers in 
a club—the exchange of individual ex- 
periences, which alone belongs to ihe 
seitlement resident, and his neighbor— 
this is the peculiar privilege of the 
settlement and its unwritten history 
is its most precious possession.”’ 

Of the origin of the work in this 


city, the report says: “In February. 
1894, a few women, members of the 
Association of Collegiate Alumnae, 


began club work in a room on Alpine 
street. Later these clubs were con- 
tinued in a house on New High street. 
The increase of the members in. the 
clubs was such as to soon demand 
larger quarters, and ‘this led the asso- 
ciation to rent the Begon adobe (on 
Castelar and Ord streets.) 


‘Besides the club workers there are 


those who have taken time to study 
the social conditions of the people who 
come to the clubs. That part of ihe 
Second Ward known as’ Sonoratown 
has been faithfully studied, not alone 
from the City Assessor’s maps, but by 
means, of the friendly’ intercourse 
which’ exi¥ts between ourselves and 
our neighbors, many of them living in 
crowded tenements.” 

A careful map of the whole district 
has been made out by one of the young 
men workers, with the assistance of 
the City Engineer, and the settlemen: 
people are thereby given ae clear 
knowledge of their neighborhood, ‘The 
life of the settlement Is largely social 
and educational, and as far as it is 
possible, industrial. The publie school, 
which is located within a short di:- 
tance, and the settlement work to- 


gether and the mother’s clubs of both 
the public and settlement kindergar- 
tens unite for their social meeting. 
There are clubs for all ages and both 
sexes, and “to the worker the hour of 
work and the hour of social enjoyment 
are but means to an end. And that 
end is the development of character.” 
Entertainments are of frequent occur- 
rence and every Wednesday evening the 
“at homes” give assurance to the 
neighbors who are not in a club that 
the house is open to them, too. There 
are sewing classes for the girls and 
wood-carving for the boys, and at 
present there is a class industriously 
engaged in making mats for the floors 
of the house. 

Another feature of the settlement 13 
the bank, in which is now devosited 
between $30 and $40. Regarding it the 
report says: “It came into existence 
September 3, 1896, with its first deposit 
of 1 cent from one of our small-boy 
neighbors. The interest in the bank 
rapidly increased, and there have been 
but three withdrawals of money de- 
posited, one boy with his savings. of 
$6 proudly purchasing a new suit of 
clothes. The other withdrawals have 
been smaller and were wisely spent, 
and in every case the boys retained 
their bank-books and started anew to 


The neighborhcod is made up of 
many different nationalities, the Ital- 
jan, Mexican and French, however, 
predominating. The settlement is sup- 
ported by those interested in the work, 
the payment of an annual fee of $5 
making one an associate member. 

The settlement will ga into. res!- 
dence on Saturday evening, when the 
house will be open to the neighbors. On 
the 24th inst., an entertainment will 
be given, and on March 3, a “house- 
warming.” 

The latest world bibliography of 
the settlements gives the Casa de Cas- 
telar a prominent place, showing tiie 
recognition and value of this work in 
the East.

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A COURT DEPOSIT 


That Had a String Attachment Con- 
trolled by Attorney Montano. 

A somewhat curious complication 
has arisen in a suit which has just ter- 
minated in the Superior Court. 

The suit in question is one on @ 
mechanic’s lien, and was brought by §. 
F. Dennison et al. against A. 3urrell 
and others, to recover a_e certain 
amount. In December, 1895, judgment 
was ordered for the plaintiff by Judge 
McKinley in the sum of $243.60. The 
case was appealed and, after being 
bandied about it came up before Judge 
Allen on Monday last on the minor 
matter of settling an amount of $54. 

On July 23, 1895, this amount of #54 
was tendered by the defendants through 
A. A. Montano, who was their attor- 
ney. Presumably, because they didn’t 
desire to lose their costs, or for some 
unexplained and in this connection, un- 
important reason, tha offer of the 
money was refused. Then Attorney 
Montano, on behalf of his clients, filed 
in the case a ncitice that the $84 had 
been paid into court, and was at the 
disposition of the court for distribution 
as might be determined. The money 
was deposited with the County Clerk 
all right, and until judgment was ren- 
dered by Judge Allen the other day, 
the supposition was that the money 
was still on deposit. But it wasn't 
and the records show, curiously 
enough, that on July 24, 1895, the day 
after the deposit was made, Attorney 
Montano drew down $20 from the total 


save their money.” 


amount: on July 29, he drew down 
$11.10; on August 20, $15; on 
September 14, $10: September 19, 


$15: October 8, $10, and on October 12, 
$2.90, making a grand total of $84, the 
full amount deposited. 

There is a double complication in the 
case. In the first place the attorney 
had no right or title to the $84, or any 
portion of it, for it had not been de- 
posited as a tender, but put in the 
court’s keeping pending a determina- 
tion as ‘to whom it belonged. In the 
second place Deputy Seaver, who paid 
out the money, had no right or au- 
thority to do so, in face of the fact 
that notice of the deposition of the 
money in court had been filed. Seaver, 
who has not been retained as a deputy 
during the Newlin régime, says he has 
na recollection of tthe’ transaction, 
while Attorney Montano merely states 
that if the court knew all the facts 
behind the case the order made would 
not have been made Be that as it 
may, the money has gone, and vet 


f Judge Allen has ordered that $52 be 


paid to the plaintiffs and $32 to the de- 
fendants. 

The old Latin proverb that “nothing 
out of nothing comes,” applies in this 
case. There is no money, no order for 
the money has yet been presented in 
the County Clerk's office, but when it 
is presented, it is an open question 
who is going to pay at least $52 of the 
money—the County Clerk, Attorney 
Montano or the defendants in the case.

Non-Assessable Versus Assenanble 
Mining Stocks—The Rich Golden

Whether or not the Klondike excite- 
ment will prove in the end advanta- 
geous to the mining industry of Cali- 
fornia is an open question. Some people 
claim that it will detract attention and 
eapital from California mines, while 
others believe that. the extensive adver- 
tising of the Klondike will result in in- 
teresting a great many more people in 
the mining ndustry not only n Alaska 
but elsewhere. 

CALIFORNIA VS. KLONDIKE. 

However this may be, it is certain 
that thousands of those who are this 
year rushing into the frezen north will! 
before long be wishing that they had 
gone into mining in California. On_this 
subject, the mining editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner truthfully re- 
marks as follows: 

“There are in most of the mining 
counties of this State several hundred 
or more ‘prospects’ which only need 
some money put into development work 
to be turned into mines, Some of these 
would pay handsome profits and others 
would be without value. No man, how- 
ever, can look into the ground far 
enough to tell in advance what kind 
of a mine it will be. There is the same 
kind of a chance in this as in any other 
business. These chances have been 
taken by the men who now own the 
rich and paying mines all over the 
country. There is much less of a gcam- 


ble in trying to develop to a profitabl« 


point one of these known mines than in

BARSTOW REDUCTION WORKS. 

The Los Angeles Review publishes 
the following letter from Albert Smith, 
general manager of the Barstow Re- 
duction Works, to H. J. Darling, presti- 
dent of the Johannesburg Milling and 
Water Company: 

“Replying to your verbal inquiry as 
to the progress of the work on the re- 
duction works at Barstow, I desire to 
say that it is being pushed to comple- 
tion as fast as possible. Part of the 
machinery is en route at this moment. 
We hope to have it compteted not later 
than April 15. Regarding freight rates 
and milling charges of the Rand dis- 
trict, I am not at this time prepared 
to say what either will be, but I may 
state that there will be a graded 
freight rate made on the value of the 
ore. It is. our desira to take al] the 
low-grade ores out of the camp, rmun- 
nig in value as low as $7, but a prare- 
tical demonstration of the cost of mill- 
ing these ores must be made before any 
charge can be fixed upon. It will be 
the policy of ‘the Randsburg Railway 
and the Barstow Reduction Works to, 
in every way, encourage and stimu- 
late the development of the Rand dis- 
trict. 

“In regard to my opinion as to the 
future of this district, I may say that 
I have never for a®moment doubted 
that when it has been fully developed 
it will prove to he one of the great 
mining centers of the Pacific Coast. If 
any confirmation of this belief is nec- 
essary L have only to refer you to the 
expenditures that have been made in 
building ‘the Randsburg Railway and 
the reduction works at Barstow.” 

AN ARIZONA STRIKE. 

Fourteen years ago, when the Qui- 
jotoa mines in Arizona were creating 
a temporary excitement, there was a 
considerable amount of prospecting 
done in the picturesque Baboquivari 
range, seventy-five miles southwest of 
Tucson, but no particularly important 
developments followed. It is now re- 
ported that a very rich strike has been 
nade in that range of mountains. The 
Tucson Citizen says: 

“Six claims have been located, and 
they are know as Fresnal No. 1, Fres- 
nal No. 2, and so on up to No. 6 So 
far as can be learned with any degree 
of certainty the vein, for nearly two 
full claims, has an average width of 
fifteen feet, all pay ore. On the hang- 
ing wall is a stringer eighteen inches 
in width that gives marvelous assays. 
The returns from ‘the’ streak’ have 
been $900 in gold and $127 in silver, a 
second assay returned $1200 gold and 
$401, and a third gave $1400 in gold and 
$247 in silver. 

“For 800 feet along the ledge the en- 
tire surface croppings carry free gold. 
Development work has been pushed 
forward since the discovery some two 
months ago, and thus far the work 
cone evidences no weakening of the 
ledge in strength or value. A tunnel 
is now being run that will cross-cut the 
vein at thirty-five feet in depth, and 


the result is looked forward to with 
much interest by the fortunate pro- 
prietors. 


“The owners are Messrs. Frank and 
Warren Allison, Wicks and Borroughs. 
It is their intention to develop the 
property and then offer same for sale.”

America mourns the loss of the gal- 
lant tars who went to a cruel and un- 
timely death in the terrible disaster 
in the harbor of Havana—a death 
doubly deplorable because it has 
taken from us a fighting force of 
splendid manhood that had not yet 
been given opportunity to show the 
stuff of which it was made. But that 
that force comprised genuine Ameri- 
can pluck we may be sure. We read 
in the dispatches that twenty-nine of 
the wounded who are lying in the 
military hospital at San Ambrosio all 
show great pluck; or, as the tele- 
gram .puts it: “You cannot hear a 
whimper from one of the twenty-nine 
forms, nor from those anywhere else.” 
The fine fellows who were fit and 
ready to defend the honor of their 
glorious country and to uphold _ the 
honor of our navy, grin and bear it 
with that splendid courage and en- 
durance which denotes the hero who 
would face a double-shotted gun with 
the daring and sang froid of a Wor- 
den, a Farragut, or a Cushing—heroes 
every one, from the middy to the 
gunner, from the ensign to the com- 
mander. The disaster is awful, if an 
accident, and a damnable crime, if by 
design. Let us hope that investiga- 
tion may be able to determine for 
good and all where the cause rests— 
if it be the Spanish, or one of their 
zealots, who has done this thing, we 
have every confidence that the ad- 
ministration of President McKinley 
will be found ready and willing to 
gain reprisal for this awful loss of life 
and treasure. The American people 
demand no less than this—a full, com- 
plete, searching investigation of the 
whole affair, and, if guilt be estab- 
lished, that the miscreants who caused 
the deed shall be brought to punish- 
ment, and the loss to this nation be 
made good to the last farthing, both 
of indemnity for the loss of life and 


for the great battleship) which hag 
been destroyed. 


FISH, CUT BAIT OR GO ASHORE! 

When Tur TIMES opened a subscrip- 
tion-list with & contribution of» $500, 
and called upon the public-spirited cit- 
izens of Los Angeles to assist in 
saving the fiesta, it did so with the 
assurance that the Committee of 
Thirty, which had abandoned its 
work because two expected contribu- 
tions were withheld, would. imme- 
diately reconsider its action, take 
heart of grace, and resume its labors 
with enthusiastic activity. 

This assurance seems to have been 
delusive. A meeting of the committee 
was called yesterday afternoon and 
- not more than a third of its members 
responded to the call. It was not a 
full committee meeting, and it was 
not enthusiastic. 

The people of Los Angeles, to whom 

La Fiesta belongs, had a right to ex- 
pect definite action one way or the 
other—either a distinct declaration of 
adherence to the original decision, or 
an energetic resumption of work with 
a. positive determination to carry it 
through to a successful result. 
. Instead of such positive determina- 
tion, the committee, that has dawdled 
away the time that should have been 
devoted to active preparations, adopted 
a vacillating, tentative, shilly-shally 
resolution that means, if it means 
anything, a postponement of work to 
a time that utterly defeats the pur- 
pose of those who have endeavored 
to revive the moribund fiesta. It is 
utterly absurd to waste two weeks in 
debating whether anything shall be 
~@one. Moreover, the “sense of the 
meeting’ carries no assurance that its 
views are to be adopted by the Com- 
mittee of Thirty at the end of two 
weeks, 

The small section of the committee | 


that responded to the call was not 
sure of anything. It found that re- 
newed interest in the fiesta only 
“seemed” to be manifest, and in the 
matter of its own finances, of which it 
might be expected to have some defin- 
ite knowledge, it could say only that 
a certain amount was “apparently” 
available. 

It is the “sense of the meeting” that 
if certain conditions shall be found to 
exist on March 3, the committee shall 
then begin to make preparations for 
a grand fiesta, to be held in April. 
Now THe Trves did not ask citizens 
to subscribe money on any such prop- 
osition. The understanding was that 
a fiesta should be held, and the people 
were assured that the work should 
begin at once. A pestponement of 
two weeks will not do at all. If there 
is to be a fiesta, the work must .be 
started now. Tne TIMES does not pro- 
pose to circulate any experimental 
subscription-list and leave the final 
decision to a body that may or may 
not meet on the 3rd of March, to 
debate whether it shall then do some- 
thing or nothing. The next step taken 
by Tup TIMES must be toward a fiesta 
determined and fixed, not toward an- 
other possible failure. 

If the Committee of Thirty has any 
doubt of the practicability of arrang- 
ing and completing a creditable car- 
nival in the time remaining, its plain 
course is to say so promptly, drop the 
whole matter just where it is, and 
leave the field clear to others, who 
may have more energy, enthusiasm 
and confidence in their ability to get 
up a people’s fiesta for Los Angeles, 
Let the Committee of Thirty fish, cut 
bait or go ashore. 


KEEP COOL. 

The President and most of the lead- 
ing public men at Washington have 
set an excellent example by their 
coolness and calmness in the face of 
the emergency which has arisen by 
reason of the destruction of the bat- 
tleship Maine. This tragedy, follow- 
ing so closely upon the De Lome in- 
cident, and coming at a time when the 
relations between the United States 
and Spain are decidedly strained, is 
calculated to cause great public ex- 
citement, and to lead hasty and hot- 
tempered persons into saying and do- 
ing things which would better he left 
unsaid and undone. The official rep- 
resentatives of the government have 
shown admirable self-restraint in this 
emergency, and will no doubt continue 
to do so, pending the investigation 
into the circumstances surrounding 
the destruction of the Maine. 

It is a time for courageous calm- 
ness, not for noisy demonstration and 
idle chatter. To deny that we are 
face to face with a grave emergency 
would -be to deny an obvious fact. 
But the gravity of the situation should 
serve to steady the nerves and temper 
the judgment of the American fieople. 
We are a great and @ powerful! nation. 
Our resources are practically un- 
limited, patriotism is cur common re- 
ligion, and our powers of offense and 
defense, if called into action, will be 
invincible. Knowing our power, we 
can afford to be patient, and to con- 
template the situation with equanim- 
ity, whatever may be iis eventuality. 

It is still a matter of uncertainty 
whether the battleship Maine was de- 
stroyed by accident or by design. 
Until the facts are definitely ascer- 
tained, it is essential, and it is right, 
that judgment shall be suspended. 
When the cause of the explosion shall 
have been definitely determined, our 
course of action will be made plain. 

If it be shown that the explosion 
was accidental, we will be under obli- 
gations to the Spanish authorities in 
Havana for the assistance they have 
rendered to our wounded, and the 
honors they have done to our dead. 
Let us not be too hasty in our judg- 
ment, lest it shall be shown, to our 
shame, that we owe thanks instead of 
censure. 

On the other hand, if it be shown 
that Spain is in any wise responsi- 
ble for this disaster, Spain will be 
held to the strictest accountability. 
Our vengeance will be swift and terri- 
ble. if the destruction of the Maine be 
traced to the Spanish government or 
its representatives. Spain would pay 
dearly for every dollar’s worth of loss 
inflicted upon us, and for every Amer- 
ican life sacrificed. Our vengeance 
will be none the less severe because 
of our patience and judicial fairness 
in ascertaining the truth before pro- 
ceeding to action. 

In the mean time, pending a search- 
ing investigation of this deplorable 
affair, let every loyal and true-hearted 
American keep his head. Our inter- 
ests are in brave and capable hands. 
An American President is at the head 
of this republic, American Con- 
gress Stands at hi#pack, and the un- 
bounded loyalty’ seventy millions 


of people will sustain our representa- | 


tives in whatever measures may be 
necessary to detend the honor of the 
Stars and Stripes. 


DEMAGOGIC DAMPHOOLISHNESS. 

Some of the leading spirits of the 
Pryanite wing of the Democratic 
party, the Populists, and the silver 
Republicans (so-called) have held a 
conference at Washington for the 
avowed purpose of once more saving 
the country. After due deliberation, 
these self-sacrificing patriots have 
given to the public the net results of 
their intellectual travail and parturi- 
tion, in the form of three separate and 
distinct “addresses” to the public. 
These interesting compositions bear 
the ear-marks of a common origin. 
Their subject-matter is essentially 
the same, their ideas and lack of ideas 
are almost identical, and it is only 
in the matter of syntax that they 
really differ. 

The address issued on behalf of the 
Bryanite aggregation, (which falsely 
claims to be the Democratic party) is 
signed by J. IX. Jones, chairman /of 
the Bryanite National Committee. 
That of the Populist contingent bears 
the signature of Marion Butler, chair- 
man of the Populist National Comnmit- 
tee. And to the manifesto of the 
falsely-named “silver Republicans” is 
appended the signature of C. A. 
Towne, who is alleged to be “chuir- 
man” of something. 

The manifesto signed by Marion 
Butler is the only one among the 
three addresses that is really genuine 
—that makes no pretense of being 
what it is not, or of not being what 
it is. The ideas advanced in all three 
of these outgivings essentially 
those of the Populist party. That 
party is consistent in reiterating its 
peculiar views, as it has so often done 
in the past. But the Bryanite crowd 
is guilty of false pretenses when it 
masquerades under the name of the 
Democratic party. And as for “silver 
Republicans,” the name is an absolute 
and absurd misnomer. No sucha “crit- 
ters” exist on the face of the earth, 
in the waters under the earth,.nor in 
the heavens above. Persons who call 
themselves silver Republicans are 
merely Populists in disguise—and very 
thinly disguised at that. : 

There is nothing particularly new or 
original in the manifestoes signed by 
this terrestrial trinity, Jones, Butler 
and Towne. The burden of each is 
the old familiar appeal of the dema- 
gogue to the prejudices and passions 
of the ignorant, the thoughtless, the 
shiftless, and the thriftless. Chair- 
man Jones, in the manifesto promul- 
gated over his signature, says: 

“The present administration, called 
to power on the solemn pledge of the 
Republican National Convention at 
St. Louis to promote bimetallism, has 
formulated and sent to Congress a 
bill, the leading purpose of which, the 
honorable Secretary of the Treasury 
avows, is to commit the country more 
thoroughly to the gold standard. The 
country has already, for twenty-four 
years, been so thoroughly committed 
to this standard, partly by law and 
partly by the usurpations of the exe- 
cutive branch of the government, that 
its effects are seen and felt on every 
hand; wages are reduced; work is 
harder to get; the weight of debt is 
doubled; the value of land and other 
property is reduced one-half or more, 
until the lives of the people are ‘made 
bitter with hard bondage.’ It is cer- 
tainly not in the interest of humanity 
to have this condition of things mcre 
thoroughly established. The con- 
tinued rise in value of gold, or, which 
is the same thing, the continued fall 
in prices, must inevitably transfer the 
property of all those engaged in ac- 


tive business, the actual creaiors of 
wealth, whether by hand, brain or 
capital, to those who, avoiding the 


risk and effort of active business, only 
draw interest.” 

To refute in detail the false assump- 
tions and false logic of these declara- 
tions, and of others equally deficient 
in truth, found in every sentence ot 
the three addresses, would be a work 
of supererogation. The blatherskite 
ravings of these demagogues are an 
insult to the intelligence of the Amer- 
ican people and a libel upon our sys- 
tem of government, 

The country has been virtually com- 
mitted to the gold standard for half 
a century. During the past twenty- 
four years, which Chairman Jones re- 
fers to as particularly calamitous, this 
nation has progressed and prospered 
as no other nation has progressed and 
prospered in ancient or modern times. 
Instead of wages having been.reduced, 
the general average of wages has in- 


creased. Work has beeh “harder to 
get” only when the policies advo- 
cated by Jones and his associates 


have temporarily triumphed, and have 
brought depression to the industries 
of the country. The “value of land 
and other property” has increased, not 
decreased. The lives of the people 
are not “bitter with hard bondage’ 
On the contrary, while the average 
conditions of life in the United States 
are by no means ideal, they are far 
better than in any other land beneath 
the sun; and these conditions have 
been easier during the past twenty- 
five years, all things considered, than 
in any previous quarter of a century 
in the history of the country. 

The sovereign remedy proposed by 
Jones et al., for the imaginary evils 
of which they complain is, of course, 
the “free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1, without wait- 
ing for the consent of any other na- 
tion.”’ In the professed opinion~ of 
these statesmen, the adoption of this 
scheme hy the United States would at 
once do away with all the .evils of 
which they complain so bitterly. But 
they fail to tell us why, in Mexico and 
China, the silver standard has failed 
to bring about: the ideal conditions of 
which they prate. They conveniently 
ignore the fact, known to all intelli- 
gent men, that in those silver-stan- 
dard countries (which are practically 
the. only silver-standard nations on 
earth) the wages of labor are lower 
and the general condition of wage- 
earners is more pitiable than tin any 
other country. 


| The currency question in the United 


States is not properly a political is- 
sue. It is an economic question, pure 
and simple, which should not be 
dragged into tho mire of politics. We 
should bring to its solution statesman- 
ship and common sense, and the po- 
litical demagogue should have no 
voice in determining the issues. in- 
volved. All that the business inter- 
ests of the country require is a stable 
currency, plenty of money for the 
legitimate uses of industry and trade, 
and an absence of constant agitation 
affecting the vital interests of all 
branches of industry. So long as the 
currency is of unquestioned soundness 
and sufficient in volume for all legiti- 
mate needs, it is of minor importance 
whether it is supplied by the govern. 
ment direct, or by banking institutions 
subject to the supervision and con- 
trol of the government. 

Jones, Butler, Towne, and ‘their al- 
lies are entering upon a deliberate 
scheme to bunco the American people, 
‘by raising an alarm where no cause 
for alarm exists, and by putting for- 
ward as a remedy for ills which are 
largely imaginary, a nostrum which 
is without remedial merit for eco- 
nomic ills, whether real or imaginary. 
Will the American people be deceived 
and betrayed by such flapdoodle? 


The friends of Adolph Luetgert,

WATER PLANT FOR SALE. 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE WEST 
SIDE WATER COMPANY. ‘ 


The Water Supply Committee Holds 
a Conference With Representa- 
tives of the Company—Question 
Raised About the Revocation of 
a Saloon License, 


A conference was held at the City 
Hall yesterday between the Water 
Supply Committee and the officers of 
the West Side Water Company. 

The conference was the result of 
the resolution adopted last week by 
the City Council instructing the com- 
mittee to resume negotiations for the 
purchase of the West Side Water 
Company’s plant. representa- 
tives of the company expressed a 
willingness to sell 10 the city, but were 
not prepared to give any intimation 
as to the price that would be asked. 
They agreed, however, to consider the 
matter, and advise the committee of 
their price. 

The subject of putting in fire 
hydrants in the annexed districts was 
also discussed. The company’s engi- 
neer, Mr. Adams, said that the 7 
hydrants which are recommended by 
the Fire Chief would cost, with con- 
nections and put in place, $50 each. 
He sa‘d that in addition, the com- 
pany would charge an annual water 
rate of $50 for each hydrant. 

The members of the Water Supply 
Committee thought this water rate ex- 
cessive, and a protracted discussfon 
ensued. No definite conclusion was 
reached, and another conference will 
be held soon. 


AN IDLE DEFI, 


The Revocation of the Van Nuys 
Saloon License. 


The license of the Van Nuys. Hotel 
was revoked last Tuesday by, the 
Police Commission. The proprietor is 
credited with the statement that as 
he has paid his license fee for the 
month of February, he proposes to 
keep the salcon running until March 
a. According to a published inter- 
view, he has found an attorney will- 
ing to advise him that he has the right 
to do ‘this, and that the revocation’ 
of the license cannot take effect un- 
til the month is ended. 

While a saloon-keeper 
continue to do business until°officially 
notified that his license has,b¢en re- 
voked, the revocation takes effect im- 
mediately, when such notice has been 
given. In the present instance, there 
has been no indecent haste in advis- 
ing the offender of the action of the 
Police Commission. But it is within 
the bounds of possibility that the no- 
tice may reach him before the month 
expires. If such precipitate haste 
should be observed, the license will 
become void the moment the notifica- 
tion is received. Every sale of liquor 
in the saloon thereafter will be as 
much a violation of law as though 
no license had ever been issued. The 
city enters into no contract when it 
grants a saloon license, ani tue license 
may be abrogated whenever a viola- 
tion of law occurs. These principles 
have been established by repeated ce- 
cisions of the Supreme’ Court. 

But. of course, in the pressure of 
other business, it may be impossible to 
advise the proprietor of the Van Nuys 
har before the month expires that his 
license has been revoked.

GERM CULTURE. 


Health Officer Makes Arrangements 
Important to Physicians. 
Health Officer Powers has completed 
arrangements for the culture of diph- 
theria germs, which will be of great as- 
sistance to physicians in cases where 

the- disease is suspected. 

Small wooden cases are to be placed 
in certain drug stores, each case con- 
taining two glass tubes with stoppers, 
One of these is filled with a brush or 
swab; the other contains the medium 
for the growth of tthe germs. With the 
former ‘the mucus is removed from the 
throat of the patient and placed in the 
medium, the package ts tightly sealed 
and gen: to the Health Office, where 
the germs are cultivated in an incuba- 
tor, and the inspection with a micro- 
scope enables the examiner to detect 
the diphtheria germ at once. 

Accompanying each case are minute 
instructions to the physician, and a 
blank form, which is to be filled out, 
giving particulars as to the name, age,. 


etc., of the patient.

The Case Will Be Appenaled to the 
Supreme Court and Pending a 
Decision the Convicted Forger 
Will Remain in the County Jail. 


R. A. Bird, who was convicted of 
forgery by a jury on his second trial 
Was sentenced yesterday morning Ly 
Judge Smith to ten years penal servi- 
tude in Fulsom prison. A writ of 
probable cause was granted and Biri’s 
attorneys will appeal to the Supreme 
Court Pending a decision on this ap- 
peal, which will probably not be reached 
inside of a yveur, Bird will remain in 
the County Jail. 

The courtroom was crowded .yes- 
terday notining when Bird made his 
appearance dressed as immaculately 
as usual. He was accompanied by his 
wife, who has shown such unflagging 
devotion to him during the trial. 

Attorney IX. A. Meserve moved [voi 12 
new trial on technical grounds and the 
motion was promptly overruled by 
Judge Smith. At this juncture B:rd 
whispered a request to his wife to leave 
the room and she arcee and walked 
out. 

As Bird  stcod up at the order of 
Judge Smith he lost the jaunty air of 
indifference that he has assumed much 
of the time during the trial. His cheeks 
Were blanched and the muscles around 
his mouth cauivered. 

Judge Smith made a few remarks to 
the prisoner «t the bar before passing 
sentence. Among other things he said: 

“I have an unpleasant task to per- 

form. sir, in passing sentence upon a 
man of your intelligence and former 
surroundings and opprtunities. Situ- 
ated as you were with Mr. Griffith, you 
had every opportunity to rise. He is 
aman of wealth who had made you 
his confidential clerk. Hie had extended 
his hand to yuu and tried 19 assist vou. 
It seems to me that a men could hardly 
be in his right mind who would abuse 
such chances and deceive such a friend. 
You seem ts be wu man who conlid not 
etand prosperity. 
“You have had oniy a technical de- 
fense. Every one who knew anything 
about the case knew that you were mor- 
ally guilty. It was apparent that if 
you did not actualiy commit the for- 
gery, you did at least embezzie the 
moneys chargel to vou. No court or 
jury could reconcile your conduct on 
the day of the forgery with that of an 
innocent man. “ou obtained the money 
on that check and then you went on 4a 
big spree with immoral people and 
never went back to the office on hear- 
ing that Mr. Griffith suspected you. ‘As 
a man soweth so shall he also reap.” 

Judge Smith then pronounced sen- 
tence ordering Bird to be confined in 
Folsom Prison for a period of ten 
years. 

Bird recovered something of his old- 
time apparent indifference before he 
left the courtroom, and he met quite 
gaily his wife, who had been waiting 
for him in an anteroom. Ap he passed 
some of his acquaintances in the corri- 
dor he held up ten fingers to signify 
the ten years of his sentence. 


A “FENCE” CONVICTED. 


B. Solomon Found Guilty of, Recely- 
ing Stolen Goods. 

B. Solomon was convicted by a jury 
in Department One yesterday on the 
felony charge ~* having received prop- 
erty which he knew was stolen. Solo- 
mon Gonducted a small tailor shop at 
Santa Monica. On the 14th of last Oc- 
tober an old soldier named W. H. El- 
Gred stole @ lot of clothing from A, 
Beyer and afterward sold the goods to 
Solomon. Before purchasing the stuff 
Solomon inquired and learned where it 
had been obtained. He then gave Eld- 
red the money for the goods and urged 
him to bring him some more. The evi- 
dence was very conclusive and the 
jury was out only a few minutes 
when a verdict of guilty was returned. 


SOAP SECRETS. 


Spencer Wants Money for Knowl- 
edge Imparted to Erkenbrecher. 


George C. Spencer brought suit yes- 
terday against Byron Erkenbrecher to 
collect $400 which he claims is due on 
the contract price of a secret formula 
for making soap, which he sold to Erk- 
enbrecher, 

The complaint states that a bargain 
was struck whereby Spencer was to be 
paid $500 to disclose the secret of using 
a certain compound in the manufacture 
of soap. One hundred dollars was to be 
paid down and the balance was to be 
paid when the success of the process 
had been fully demonstrated. 

In December last Spencer disclosed 
the secret to Erkenbrecher and his 
foreman and received the first payment 
according to the contract. He claims 
that the experiment. was a complete 
success, but, although he has made re- 
peated demands for his money, he has 
been unable to collect it. 


BAILEY’S EXAMINATION, 


The Rapist Intends to Plead Guilty 
to His Terrible Crime. 

Henry Bailey was taken to Rivera 
yesterday, where his examination on a 
charge of criminally assaulting nine- 
year-old Mamie Wood was held before 
Justice of the Peace A. W. Burke. A 
large crowd was present to hear the 
examination, and, while it was plain 
that the feeling ran high against Bai- 
ley, there was no attempt at violence. 
The prisoner was bound over with bail 
fixed at $3000. 

The rapist’s brother, William Bailey, 
who was arrested at the time of the 
offense on the theory. that he might be 
an accessory was discharged from 
custody.

DETROIT, Feb. 17.—A special to the 
News from Bay City, Mich., says: 

“A letter was received today from 
Elmer Meilstrup, gunner on the Maine, 
dated February 11, in which Meilstrup 
wrote that he Would not be surprised 
if they should be blown up any day; 
that the ship was surrounded by tor- 
pedoes ,and that they could not leave 
the harbor without the consent and di- 
rection of Spanish authcrities.” 

Meilstrup’s letier says: 

“The Spaniards have a couple of gun- 
boats and a cruiser and there are two 
German gunboats. The guns of Moro 
Castle are pointed at us as I write. 
The whole bottom of the harbor is cov- 
ered with torpedoes, so that if they 
did not want to let us out we would 
not be able tb go very well. We are 
lying between the Snvanish and Ger- 
man men-of-war and they have picket 
boats out all night waiching us.” 

In a letter dated February 7, Meil- 
Strup says: “Don't look for any trou- 
ble unless something very unexpected 
should happen.”’ 

In a letter of January 15, Meilstrup 
tells of an accident aboard the cruiser 
Marblehead, when five men were in- 
jured by a shot. Commenting, he says:

Governmert of Cuba Resolves 
Tender Its Condolences, 

{ASSOCIATED NiIGuUT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco today cabled Sefior Dubosie, 
charge d'affaires of the Spanish lega- 
tion, giving the formal action of the 
insular government of Cuba over the 
Catastrophe of the Maine. At the same 
time the Alcalde, or Mayor of Ha- 
Vana, sent resolutions to the munici- 
pality. Sefior Dubosie presented the 
dispatches to Assistant Secretary Day, 
Who laid them before President McKin- 
ley. Gen. Bilanco’s dispatch was as 
follows: 

“In today’s session of the insular 
goverment, under my presidency, it 
Was resolved to express through Your 
Excellency a respectful and feeling 
Manifestation of condolence to the 
President of the United States for the 
terrible catastrophe which resulted in 
the destruction of the cruiser Maine, 
Causing the death of a large number 
of citizens and sailors of that nation. 
In accordance with this resolution, I 
request Your Excellency to pray the 
President of the United States to ac- 
cept the condolence which I send, de- 
ploring, as I do, that this hospitable 
port should witness such a:great mis- 
fortune to the American navy. 

[Signed] “BLANCO.” 

The dispatch from the Alcalde was 
as follows: 

“The municipality has passed the fo)- 
Jowing resolution: ‘The catastrophe to 
the Maine has found a sad echo in 
every heart. The city of Havana of- 
fers to the American people the expres- 
sion of its grief, and claims the sad 
privilege of caring for the wounded 
and giving burial to the dead. The 
municipality requests you to express 
to the President of the United States 
the grief which is felt throughout the 
city of Havana.

MADRID, Feb. 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The disaster to the U.S.S. Maine 
9 sincerely lamented here, especially 
by the Spanish officials, whose regret 
is mingled with apprehension lest the 
accident augment American hostility.

“Such a catastrophe to humanity 
claims indefeasible rights, and rancor of 
polities is silenced. Every great oalam- 
ity brings home to the two peoples, di-~ 
vided though they be by animosity and 
rivalry, that they belong to one and th: 
Same family. “Our noble-heafted peo- 
ple, seeing the victims, forbear to think 
of their differences with the United 
States. Tomorrow they will return to 
the defense of their rights against all. 
But for today they feel only sincere 
and loyal compassion for the immense 
misfortune. Happy indeed, were the 
Spaniards, who, by saving the lives 
of the crew of the Maine, at the risk 
of their own, were thus enabled to 
prove the sentiments of all Spaniards 
and the traditions of Spain.

“We are grieved and painfully sur- 
prised by the catastrophe to the Maine, 
We feel it doubly because the sad oc- 
currence took place in our waters. We 
cannot forget the sympathy that was 
shown to us by America when we lost 
our cruiser Reina Regente ,and the 
Minister of Marine has conveyed to 
Gen. Woodford the condolence of the 
Spanish navy. 

“Our representative at Washington 
will convey to the American govern- 
ment the sympathy of our sovereign, 
nation and government. You have no- 
ticed how general and sincere’has been 
the friendly attitude of our press in 
commenting upon this unfortunate ca 
tastrophe. I feel confident that this 
equally friendly conduct of the author- 
ities and people of Havana will go a 
great way to convice America that we 
sympathize with her mourning for the 
gallant crew and officers of the Maine. 

“We have heartily approved the con- 
duct of the military, naval and colonial 
authorities at Havana, whose spon- 
taneous efforts to alleviate the disas- 
ter have elicited the official thanks 
of the American Consul-General, and 
the commander of the Maine. It is the 
Town Council in Havana that has cf- 
fered to cover all the expenses of the 
funeral, and burial of the 264 men and 
two officers. 

“Indeed, I do not apprehend any 
trouble in our relations with America. 
I am firmly persuaded that this 
purely accidental catastrophe will 
make them closer, if possible, and ce- 
ment them with sympathy.

LEGISLATORS AROUSED. 


Gov. Tanner Invites Illinois to Help 
Punish the Enemy.

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Feb. 17.—Gov. 
Tanner today called upon the Legisla- 
ture to authorize him to tender the 
President the moral and financial sup- 
port of the State of Illinois ‘‘to punish 
any attempt at thostile invasion of 
our country.” At the conclusion of the 
reading of his message to the Senate, 
there was a burst af applause from 
both sides. Following is the message: 

“The ‘news of the calamity which 
has overtaken the United States bat- 
tleship Maine and its ill-fated crew 
fills me with grief and horror and I 
assume that tthe General Assembly 
will, by joint resolution, express the 
sympathy of the people of this State 
for the gallant dead and wounded of 
our navy and ‘for the surviving rela- 
tives. 

“I am unwilling to believe that the 
loss of the Maine was the result of 
intention and hope the investigation by 
our government will show that acci- 
dent was the cause. In view of the un- 
certainty which exists as to this point, 
it would seem that before the Legisla- 
ture adjourns sine die, it should au- 
thorize the Executive, in behalf of the 
State of Illinois, to tender whatever 
moral and financial support may be 
necessary in this emergency to main- 
tain the honor of the American flag 
and to prevent or punish any at- 


tempt at hostile invasion of our com- 
mon country.

HOW IT COULD BE DONE. 


Capt. Boynton Explains the Work- 
ing of a Torpedo. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WILLIMANTIC (Ct.,) Feb. 17.—Capt. 
Paul Boynton, the swimmer, believes 
that the blowing up of the Maine was 
the work of Spaniards. Capt. Boynton 
said the torpedo could have been 
floated from a skiff with a line and a 
catch that would stop it on the anchor 
chain. Then, by playing out the line 
attached to the torpedo for the dis- 
tance that had already been deter- 
mined between the anchor chain and 
the boat, the torpedo could be brought 
alongside of the vessel and exploded 
in two different ways. There might 
have been a screw attached, similar to 
the screw of a propeller, and the mo- 
ment the torpedo stopped moving and 
was brought with head to the current, 
the screw would revolve, and after 
making a certain number of revolutions 
would release a pin within the torpedo 
and cause the explosion. - 
“Another methed would be by cloc 

mechanism. A clock would be »° 

up and set at a fixed time to cause 
the explosion. This could be done ina 
most innocent-appearing way. The 
torpedo could have been floated down 
to the Maine and have all the ap- 
pearance of a piece of driftwood.” 


AN EXPERT’S OPINION, 


Capt. Zalinski Scouts the Idea of an 
Accident, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK Feb. 17.—Capt. Ed- 
mund L. Zalinski, inventor of the dy- 
namite gun, and an expert on explo- 
sives, declares that the Maine was not 
blown up from within. 

“Accidents, carelessness and spontan- 
eous combustions,” he said last night 
to a Press reporter. “have been elim- 
inated from the navy and army. There 
was a time when the accidenta] drop- 
ping of a shell might have blown a 
vessel into atoms, and has done so, but 
that time is past. Then, this theory is 
wiped away at once when it is known 
that all 
and key at the time of the occurrence. 
The boat was not in action, but lying 
peacefully at anchor in still waters. 

“The theory of carelessness must 
also be dismissed at once. I know the 
discipline on board a war vessel too 
well to imagine any possible careless 
act that would ignite a magazine at 
that hour of the night, or to believe 
that a spy or traitor could pass beyond 
the guards and enter them. Why, a 
member of the Maine’s crew would not 
dare handle those explosives at that 
hour. 

“As to spontaneous combustion— 
that theory must also be dismissed at 
once. There is no guch_ thing 
known today in the manufacture 
and handling’ of explosives as 
‘spontaneous combustion,’ because 
of the perfection in material and 
the thorough tests it must undergo 
before being accepted. by the govern- 
ment. 

Ten years ago minor ‘accidents were 
numerous, but they were principally 
due to the inferiority of the. material 
manufactured or the ignorance in 
handling it. I can recall one or two 
terrible accidents in those days, but it 
is useless to speak of them, as the 
causes do not enter at all into the con- 
sideration of what has befallen. the 
Maine. 

“T imagine some effort may be made 
by the Spanish to conceal the real 
cause .of the explosion by blaming the 
gun cotton packed in the magazines 
and intended for torpedo pses. This 
theory will not do. The fisen and 
abuses of gun cotton are as well under.- 
stood tod&y on board a man-of-wer as 
in the laboratory. It is manufactured 
in its perfection .before being stowed 
.on board and there is no more danger 
of its exploding except by a great heat

bursting. There was no great heat in 
the magazines of the Maine. The ther- 
mometers tell of no greater degree of 
heat than 87, and gun cotton will 
not explode under heat less than 27 
degrees hotter than that. Even then 
explosion would be doubtful.. But it 
must be remembered that the gun 
cotton stored in the Maine was mostly 
water-soaked, kept datnp for the sake 
of preservation and added safety. This 
is the rule on all men-of-war, Of 
course there is a little always kept 
dry for detonating purposes to act as 
a sort of fulminate or cap in setting 
off the damp cotton but tha dry gun 
cotton is of such high-class material 
and kent under perfectly safe condi- 
tions that it could not ignite by itself. 
The same may be said of every other 


Maine. 

“A. torpedo from below the waterline 
might easily have turned im the plates 
and set fire to a magazine or—but 1 
am theorizing on that. The exterior 
and the interior of the hull will tell the 
story. But I repeat and I am firm in 
my convtction, that the Maine did not 
blow up from within. The blow came 
from the outside of her magazines.”’ 


A DECIDED No. 


Naval Constructor Hichborne Says it 
Was No Accident. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—“‘Under all 
circumstances,” said Naval Constructor 
Philip Hichborne, “it does not seem 
to me the Maine disaster could have 
resulted from an accident. Everything 
was quiet and orderly about the ship 
as far as we have any knowledge, and 
the probabilities are that only one of 
the four engines was being used. 
With all the safeguards imaginable, 
and lying at anchor as quiet as possi- 
ble, it seems unlikely that such an «. ‘- 
cident should have occurred. Men Wert 
about the ship everywhere, but none 
of the machinery was in motion, with 
the possible exception of one of the 
smaller engines for necessary work 
aboard. If the Maine had been at 
sea or in action, there might have 
been some valid reason for such an 
explosion as that which occurred, but 
With the conditions surrounding it in 
Havana such a thing would seem to 
be impossible. Then, too, there was 
no possible manner for the ammunition 
in the magazine to be exploded unless 
by some infernal machine or other cun- 
trivance. 

“No lights were carried into the mag- 
azine, nor were there any wires run- 
ning through it. All of the light neces- 
sary was on the outside, with the wires 
a safe distance from the explosive 
or inflammable mAterials in the maga- 
zine. If a modern man-of-war is not 
safe lying at anchor in port, what can 
be expected of the vessel when it is at 
sea or engaged in battle? ._Men could 
not be induced to enlist in the navy 
under any inducement that could be 
held out if it was demonstrated that 
cruisers are merely floating death 
traps. 

“Here was a vessel as staunch and 
well-built as anything that ever left 
a shipyard, and in an instant almost 
the work of years goes for naught, and 
Wwe are told that there was an accident 
at the bottom of the affair. But I will 
never believe anything of the kind, and 
I have the best reasons for entertain- 
ing such opinions from my knowledge 
of the manner in which the Maine was 
constructed.” 


DE LOMP INCIDENT. 


Official Disclaimer 
Closed the Incident. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Spain has 
officially disclaimed in positive man- 
ner the reflections contained in the 
De Lome letter, and, ais officially an- 
nounced by the State Department to- 
day, the incident is satisfactorily 
closed. The statement given out is as 
follows: 


“FEBRUARY 17, 1898. 
“The following is an abstract of a 
communication sent last evening by 
the Spanish government to Minister 
Woodford at Madrid: 
“‘The Spanish government, on learn- 
ing of the incident in which Minister 


Dupuy de Lome was concerned, and 
being informed of his objectionable 
comments, with entire’ sincerity, 
lamented the fact, and states that 
Minister de Lome had presented his 
resignation and it had been accepted 
before the presentation of the matter 
by Minister Woodford; that the Span- 
ish ministry, in accepting the resigna- 
tion of a functionary whose services 
they have been utilizing and valuing, 
up to that time, leaves it perfectly 
well established that they do not spare, 
and rather, on the contrary, heartily 
disauthorize the criticism of the Chief 
Executive of a friendly nation, al- 
though such criticisms had been writ- 
ten within the field of friendship, and 
had reached publicity by artful and 
criminal means; that this meaning had 
taken shape in a resolution by fne 
council of Ministers before Gen. Wood- 
ford presented the matter, and at a 
time when the Spanish government 
had only vague telegraphic advices 
concernihg the sentiments alluded; 
that the Spanish nation, with equa 
and greater reason, affirms its views 
and decision, after reading the records 
contained in the letter reflecting upon 
the President of the United States. 

‘‘*Ag to the paragraph concerning the 
desirability of negotiating for com- 
mercial relations, solely for effect, and 
the importance of using a representa- 
tive for the purpose stated in Sefior 
Dupuy de Lome’s letter ,the govern- 
ment expressed concern that in the 
light of its ‘conduct, long after the 
writing of the letter, and, in view of 
the unaswerable testimony of simul- 
taneous end subsequent facts, any 
doubt should exist that the Spanish 
government has given proof of its real 
desire and of its innermost convic- 
tions with respect to the new commer- 
cial system and the projected treaty of 
commerce; that the Spanish govern- 
ment does not now consider it neces- 
sary to lay stress upqn or to demon- 
strate anew the truth @nd sincerity of 
its purpose and the unstained good 
faith of its intentions; that publicly 
and solemnly, the government of 
Spain contracted before the mother 
country and its colonies a responsibil- 
ity for ‘the political and tariff changes 
which it has inaugurated in both An- 
tilles, the natural ends of which, in 
domestie and international spheres, it 
pursues, with the firmness, which will 
ever inspire its conduct.’ 

HIS RESIGNATION GAZETTED.

[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Another scheme to 
block the San Pedro Harbor improve- 
ment* has developed. The Rivers and 
Harbors Committee today amended 
Barlow’s resolution of inquiry of Alger 
to make it call for all information con- 
cerning the establishment of a deep- 
water harbor in Southern California. 
The effect will be to reopen the whole 
subject. The resolution, of course, will 
not pass the Senate, but it will never- 
theless do its perfect work in pre- 
venting an appropriation in the Sundry 
Civil Bill as reported to the House, 
The resolution will be called up early 
next week and the fight will be hot. 

It is understood that Secretary Al- 
ger has changed the usual custom 
and has instructed the engineers not to 
award tthe contract to the lowest bid- 
der, as usual, but to refer all bids to 
him. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] While bids for construction 
of the breakwater, which were opened 
at San Francisco last week, show de- 
cidedly low figures, it is said today 
that further scrutiny must be under- 
gone before anything in the way of 
even letting contracts shall take place. 
Not. only is there an unusual feature in 
the contract that they shall be void 
if no appropriation shall be made this 
year, but orders have been given the 
engineers’ department, which  ordi- 
narily award contracts without refer- 
ence to the Secretary of War, that all 
San Pedro bids must be sent to Gen. 
Alger before any action shall be taken, 
This will insure the complete scrutiny 
of bids, and as well make certain that 
nothing will be done until the money 
shall be at hand to inaugurate work. 
This is regarded as another safe- 
guard, on same lines as the provision 
that the contract shall be void in the 
event of no appropriation, against any 
contract that may prove embarrassing, 

Representative Barlow went before 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee 
today to protest against the omend- 
ment to his resolution of inquiry into 
San Pedro affairs, which, in effect, 
would reopen the entire question. The 
amendment called upon the Secretary 
of War to furnish Congress all infor- 
mation in his department concerning 
the establishment of a deep-water 
harbor in Southern California. This, 
it was contended, would make the 
whole matter one of the subjects of 
legislation once more. The resolution 
probably will be called up the first of 
next week, and then the fight will be 
hot. It cannot pass the Senate at all, 
but the effect of the passage in the 
House would mean that there would be 
no appropriation in the Sundry Civil 
Bill, as it leaves the Appropriation 
Committee.

Queen Signs the Decree Appointing

There is 
no difficulty in selling anything that 
looks cheap, on half a dozen of the 
principal business blocks, but, as pre- 
viously stated, the difficulty is to get 
owners to accept a reasonable price. 
Meantime, while property on Broad- 
way and Spring street is undoubtedly 
a good investment at present prices, it 
should not be forgotten that, as The 
Times has recently said, “there are 
others.”

BROADWAY PRICES.

CROWN HILL. 

Considering location, surrounding im- 
provements, and facility of access, in 
addition to natural advantages, there 
is no finer building site in Los Angeles 
than that known as Crown Hill, on 
Sixth street, a short distance this siae 
of Westlake Park. Many Los Angeles 
citizens during the past ten years have 
climbed the easy grade which runs 
around this hill, and have admired the 
extensive view from the summit, taxk- 
ing in the entire Sierra Madre range 
and the Cahuenga Valley to the ocean, 
which is visible in the distance.

Fourth of July, when, after the rope 
had been cut and carried away three 
or four times, and the seat chopped 
to pieces, Mr. Mullen gave up to the 
small boys of the neighborhood. 

Shortly after Mr. Mullen purchased 
this property, there came a slump in 
real estate values, and then came the 
march of oil derricks along First 
street, a short distance north of the 
hill. Prices have since improved and 
it has been shown that oil does not 
extend far south of First atreet 
so that Mr. Mullen thinks the 
time h@s about come to place his prop- 
erty on the market. It seems a thou- 
sand pities that such a magnificent 
site as this should have to be cut up. 
It would make an ideal site for a tour- 
ist hotel, or for a millionaire’s resi- 
dence, but tourist hotels in Los Ange- 
geles have, so far, only heen built on 
paper, and none of our local million- 
aires appear inclined to build any Bilt- 
mores just now. Mr. Mullen has a 
sketch, made several years ago by a 
local architect, showing how the hill 
would appear divided into about twenty 
large residence sites, with one three- 
acre site at the summit, reserved for 
a residence to cost about $40,000. Ac- 
cording to this plan, the summit of the 
hill would be graded about twenty-five 
feet, and the ascent would be made 
gradual, with terraces, so that each 
house would have ean unobstructed 
view. This plan, which may he 
changed, has two wide streets on an 
easy grade, one from east to west and 
the other from north to south, through 
the property. 

Other important improvements are 
designed for this neighborhood, which 
promises to become one of the most 
popular residence sections of Los An- 
geles. At the foot of Crown Hill, on 
the northeast corner of Loma Drive and 
Sixth streets, Mrs. Van Nuys is grad- 
ing a tract of five acres, which she 
owns, and it is understood will soon 
commence the erection of a fine resi- 
dence on the property. Just north of 
this Mr. Bluett owns a tract of fuur 
acres. 

The tranevortation facilities of this 
section are at present furnished by the 
Seventh-street line on the south, end 
the First-street line on the north. 
These facilities are likely to be zgoon 
increased by the building of the pro- 
posed new line from Sixth and Figue- 
roa streets. 


THE NORTHWESTERN BOULE- 
VARD. 


The suggestion published in The 
Times last week regarding the exten- 
sion of the Sunset boulevard along the 
line of the Pasadena and Pacific Rail- 
way, has aroused much interest among 
residents in the northwestern part of 
the city, and toward the Cahuenga 
Valley. Two citizens have each of- 
fered to donate three months’ time, 
with a wagon, toward carrying out the’ 
work. By a little energy on part of 
the northwestern people there should 
be no difficulty about carrying out this 
improvement, which would open up 
for settlement several square miles of 


most attractive territory within 


city limits which is now difficult of 
access. 
OIL-BORERS AND REALTY-OWN- 
ERS. 
Quite a little flurry was caused in 
the Westlake Park section during the 


‘past week. by the statemhent published 


in the oil news of The Times on Mon- 
day last, that seven acres of land had 
been leased north of Westlake Park, 
on which an oil well would be bored. 
While ‘the movers in this undertaking 
are connected with the American Crude 
Oil Company, that company disclaims 
any interest in the enterprise. The 
tract referred to is the southeast cor- 
ner of ‘the seventeen-acre Witmer 
Bros.’ tract, facing on Alvarado street, 
and is just outside the 1600-foot limit 
from. Westlake Park: ~ft-is_ stated that 
the enterprise has been abandoned, at 
least for the present, 
As long as the scene of proposed op- 


‘erations is outside of the legal limit 


fix:* he the Council, the enterprise 
could not be interfered with, except by 
increasing the limit. As The Times 
showed when this subject was up for 
discussion, it is not so easy a thing as 
might be expected to maintain this or 
any other limit. As soon as wells are 
in operation just outside the limit, par- 
ties who own property just inside, 
which property will be at least tem- 
porarily injured by the wells, will be 
anxious to bore while there is ofl un- 
derground, and so get some income 
from their property. 

The 1600-foot limit on the northeast 
from Westlake Park happened to come 
just near a line on Bonnie Brae street, 
where there was something of a break 
in the formation, so that wells on this 
side of the line got into water. This 
was why there was no trouble about 
enforcing the line drawn by the Coun- 
cil on that side. 

It is claimed by some that the only 
satisfactory ‘thing to do is to let peo- 
ple bore and ascertain whether there 
is oll or not, so that the question may 
be definitely settled once for all, as 
otherwise there is likely ‘to be always 
a cloud of suspicion hanging over the 
question. This course was pursued by 
the owners of the Wilshire tract, be- 
fore the property was improved. 

Fortunately for Westlake Park, it !s 
so located that even if derricks should 
be erected up to the 1600-foot limit on 
the east, north and west, they would 
scarcely be visible from the park. On 
the north there Is a high hill, the 1690- 
foot limit extending to the northern 
line cf the Nob Hill tract, on the other 
side of the hill. On the west the line for 
oil-boring is 1600 feet west of Sunset 
Park, which is quite a distance from 
Westlake. 

OVER-MORTGAGING. 

Referring to the subject of over- 
mortgaging property, for the purpose 
of trading the supposed equity, which 
has been referred to in this paper dur- 
ing the past few weeks, a reader of The 
Times calls attention to the fact that 
there is another way in which this is 
sometimes done. After building a cheap 
house, the owner will sometimes mort- 
gage it for the full value of the house 
and lot to some friend, so that the 
mortgage can be cited to an intending 
purchaser as an evidence of the value 
of the property. Such schemes as this 
will be frowned upon and discouraged 
by all reputable real estate agents. 
LAND IN IRRIGATION DISTRICTS. 

A case of much interest to owners of 
land in Wright irrigation districts was 
decided this week by Judge Noyes of 
Riverside, in the case of the Perris 
Irrigation Disrtict. This suit Was 
brought by the State in the name of F. 
J. Fogg, setting up that the Perris 
district was illegally formed and illeg- 
ally existing. The bondholders de- 
murred and claimed that the two-year 
limitation set forth in the Wright Act 
debarred action against the validity of 
the district at this time. Judge Noyes 
decided that the State has a sovereign 
right to step in any time and investi- 
gate fraud. This decision means the 
disintegration of the district, and the 
emancipation of the people, as all the 
evidence to prove the frauds alleged are 
at hand. 

The decision further holds out hope 
to the owners of land in other irriga- 
tion districts which have been organ- 
ized in a fraudulent manner that they 
may succeed in raising the incubus 
which rests upon them. Meantime, 
owners of bonds in such districts who 
have purchased them in good faith will 
have to suffer. It is high time that 
some system of State or Federal irri- 
gation should be adopted in place of 
the Wright law, which has proved a 
dismal failure. 


BUILDING. 


The Builder and Contractor notes the 
following uncontracted new work:

Newmark, of a four-story business and 
office building, to be erected on Broad- 
way, opposite the City Hall. 

A. Hamburger & Sons are having plans 
drawn for a two-story brick business 
building, as an addition to their present 
place of business. It will be built on 
the east side of New High ¢reet, near 
Franklin street. 

A. Winstel is about to erect a four- 
story and basement business building, 
on the east side of Broadway, between 
Fourth and Fifth streets, adjoining the 
proposed new building of Henry Martz, 
on the south. The building is designed 
for hotel purposes, and will probably 
be used in connection with the Martz 
building.

Crops and Markets. 
ARMERS are still anxiously 
waiting for rain, which, up to 
this writing, has not yet fallen, 
though there are good indications, 
and there is still plenty of chance for 
a good, soaking rainfall. 

The orange market has held up bet- 
ter than was generally expected under 
the influence of the freeze, and the 
consequent dread of damaged - fruit 
among eastern dealers. Fancy navels 
are worth from $1.50 to $1.80 f.o.b. 

In a communication from John &. 
Packard of Pomona, published in The 
Times of Thursday, that ‘gentleman 
suggests another plan for marketing 
the orange crop, namely, the ‘holding 
of auctions at two points in Southern 
California, say at Los Angeles and 
Colton, or San Bernardino, with an 


‘auction sale every day at one point 


or the other, the railroads to deliver 
the fruit in carloads at one or the other 
point ready for inspection. In this 
manner, Mr. Packard supposes that 
buyers would be forced to come here 
either personally or 
through their representatives. 

Mr. Packard claims that the ex- 
change plan of sale delivered, and the 
dealers’ plan of sale f.o.b., can neither 
of them be a perfect success as long 
as a large percentage of the fruit is 
controlled and sold upon the other 
plan. What guararitee has he, however, 
that it would be possible to combine 
a large percentage of the growers un- 
der the plan which he suggests? Al- 
most any plan of marketing the fruit 
could be made successful if 85 or 90 
per cent. of the crop could be abso- 
lutely controlled, but to do this 1s 
where the difficulty comes in. Hith- 
erto it has been found very difficult 
to get the fruit-growers of Southern 
California to work in harmony for their 
own interests. The nearest approach 
to success has been made by the South- 
ern California fruit exchanges. 

In an interview, published in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, George Frost 
estimates the Injury to the orange sec- 
tions of Southern California as not 
exceeding a loss of 2 or 3 per cent. of 
the total crop. This is away below the 
mark. After the first severe freeze, 
The Times estimated the loss by frost 
in this section at about 10 per cent. 
of the total crop. Since then, however, 
there was another severe and  pro- 
tracted cold spell, which did further 
damage, so that the first estimate should 
now be at least doubled. It should be 


‘ understood that this loss is very far 


from uniform in the various orange- 
growing districts. It will vary from 
almost nothing in some of the most 
favored sections to almost everything 
in some of the coldest and most ex- 
posed places. At the beginning of the 
season, the present crop was estimated 
at from ten to eleven thousand car- 
loads. Today it would not be safe to 
reckon on an output of more than 
9000 carloads. 

In the local produce market, eggs 
have been a trifle firmer, and butter 
has been a little weaker. The absence 
of rain tends to make feed of all kinds 
very firm. The cheapest hay is quoted 
at $12 a ton. i 


Advertising California Olives. 

LIVE-GROWERS in this section 
(ere somewhat discouraged at the 

low prices which prevailed for 
olives toward the end of the season. 
On the other hand, olive-packers com- 
plain that they have found it difficult 
and expensive work to introduce Cali- 
fornia olives in the East. This state- 
ment is somewhat of a surprise to the 
growers, as only recently it was an- 
nounced that the demand for California 
olives in the East was growing rap- 
idly, and that the supply of first-class 
olives was scarcely sufficient to meet 
that demand. 

The private dealers in olives can 
scarcely be expected to bear the whole 
expense of introducing a new article 
in which they have no monopoly. This 
is a matter which directly concerns 
the growers. S. Polaski of this city, 


who has an olive ranch in Los Angeles 


county, has taken much interest in 
this question, and suggests that a 
meeting of Southern California olive- 
growers should be held for the purpose 
of ‘trying to adopt some plan to popu- 
larize the California product in. the 
East, ‘suth, for instance, as the send- 
ing of a carload of olives through the 
eastern States. Mr. Polaski will be 
pleased to hear from those who are 
interested in the subject. 

One feature that must not be lost 
sight of in this connection is the 
necessity of establishing standard 
brands, so that when an eastern dealer 
orders a further quantity of a brand 
of olives which pleases him, he may de- 
pend upon getting it. This is the diffi- 
culty which stood in the way of intro- 
ducing California dried fruits more rap- 
idly in Europe. It would be a good 
thing if the olive-growers would organ- 
ize in each of the leading olive-growing 
sections of Southern California and 
establish —packing-houses where uni- 
form brands of olives could be put up. 
The costof such packing-houses would 
not be great, and would soon be cov- 
ered by the better prices obtained for 
the fruit. 


An Ancient Device. 


HAT there is nothing new under 

the sun is brought to our notice al- 

most every day. According to a Mr. 
Irving, who is quoted by Redlands 
Facts, smudging against frost is an 
ancient practice. The application of 
artificial clouds for this purpose, says 
that gentlemen, who evidently has been 
looking into the matter, dates back to 
remote times. The Greeks, Cartha- 
ginians, Indians and others made use 
of them for protecting different crops. 
When there are fears of an approach- 
ing frost, writes Plato, one should burn 
in the fields vine roots, piles of straw, 
weeds or branches, the smoke produced 
therefrom being an excellent preven- 
tive. Another writer, Garcilaso, relates 
that before the conquest of Peru by the 
Spaniards, if at nightfall the weather 
was clear and cold, the Indians, fearing 
the approach of frost, and in order to 
protect themselves against it, would 
burn manure to create smoke, as they 
gaid this had the same effect as the 
natural clouds in warding off the frost 
and acting as a protecting covering 


from the cold.

‘The cherimoya or custard apple, as 
it is sometimes called, grows and ripens 
its fruits In sheltered sections of South- 
ern California. There are a number of 
these trees in Santa Barbara county 
and in the Cahuenga Valley. It might 
pay our fruit-growers who have a suit- 
able climate to plant a few of these 
trees, although it would not be wise to 
expect a very large demand for the 
fruit, at least not until consumers 
should have begun to acquire a tasite 


for it.

Marketing Products, 

S AN agricultural exchange _ re- 

cently remarked, what the farm- 

ers of California particularly need 
to study is not so much the growing of 
fruits and other products as the best 
method of obtaining profitable prices 
for them after they have been grown. 
Most of the fruit growers of this State 
are fairly well informed on the sub- 
ject of horticulture and are able to 
raise first-class fruit, but it is only a 
few of them who have thoroughly 
studied the question of marketing the 
fruit to advantage. If farmers’ clubs 
and associations would devote a little 
more attention to the subject of “how 
to make farming pay,” we might hear 
less complaint of the poor returns 
achieved by our fruit growers. 


Fertilizing Orange Groves. 
EW YORK, Feb. 9.—[{To the Ed- 
N itor of The Times:] Is it not pos- 
_ gible that the orange growers of 
Southern California are using too heavy 
application of fertilizer either com- 
mercial or natural? 
Large handlers of California navels 


are your navels so light and thick- 
skinned? They do not compare with 
the fruit received from your country 
in past years. This question was asked 
me soon after first shipments early 
in December and long before any 
frosted fruit reached this market. The 
only solution of the problem that I 
can come to, is, ‘“‘too heavy fertilizer,” 
especially of nitrogenous fertilizer, like 
sheep manure, large applications of 
which tend to make thick shin, rough, 
light weight and puffy fruit. 

The dealers here call this light- 
weight fruit “frosted” and I know the 
bulk of what they look upon as ‘“‘frost- 
ed” is not such, but it is light-weight 
and thick-skinned. 

The opinion of many that this is 
“frosted” fruit has its effect on the 
market, and I have no doubt but pres- 
ent low prices are in great part due 
to the general opinion that much more 
of our fruit is damaged than really is. 

Would it not be well for your horti- 
cultural papers and societies to con- 
sider this subject?

Windbreaks and Frost. 


HERE is much discussion in many 

sections of the influence of wind- 

breaks on frost. There are those 
who claim that windbreaks cause the 
frost to settle around orange trees and 
thereby increase the damage done, 
while there are not wanting those who 
that the effect of-windbreaks is 
to protect the trees. It does not seem 
to have occurred to the participants in 
the discussion that both parties may 
be correct. As a matter of fact in many 
localities can be seen windbreaks which 
have undoubtedly contributed to the 
damage of oranges in the past few 
weeks, while there are other localities 
where it appears equally conclusive that 
oranges have been protected by similar 
windbreaks. 

The fact is that frost is distributed 
over the country in much the same 
way as water, and it requires no great 
intelligence to perceive that a dam 
may protect one parcel of land and 
cause the flooding of another. In the 
éame way we are forced to consider 
the topography of any given section to 
determine the value a windbreak. 
In any orchard .in which frost has a 
natural tendency to concentrate and 
a poor apportunity to escape, there is 
abundant evidence that a windbreak 
would be a great advantage if so situ- 
ated as to obstruct the frost-laden uir, 
while in an orchard on a heavy slope 
a windbreak may have the effect of 
‘checking the movement of the air 
which otherwise would break the frost 
away. 

In Covina is an orchard swrrounded 
by @ dense growth of cypress. The 
fruit is quite badly frosted though or- 
echards all about it are uninjured. It 
is very plain that the slope‘of the 
ground was sufficient to carry off the 
frost, had it not been for the wind- 
hreak. The circulation of the air was 
deadened in the inclosure and the 
frost was deposited with serious re- 
sults. At Cucamonga the air current 
struck a long and dense windbreak 
obliquely which had tendency to 
change the course of the current and 
obstruct it sufficiently to cause a 
rather heavy deposit of frost all #&long 
the windbreak causing considerable 
damage. 

_ On the other hand, in Lower Duarte, 


where there is a poor opportuniety for. 


frost to escape from several grchards, 
it is evident that the orchards below 
windbreaks are better than those which 
are not so protected. At Old San Ber- 
nardino is @ windbreak which has 
acted as a dam and his inundated the 
orchard of a neighbor across the ftreet 
with frost. Similar instances to these 
have been noticed in many other lo- 
calities. 

During the past few weeks the writer 
has carefully inspected hundreds of or- 
chards, and believes that there can be 
no doubt that, in general, dense foliage 
reaching from the ground to a consid- 
erable height is a disadvantage, but 
at the same time, when, through a 
change of grade or the presence of a 
depression, there is a tendency for 
frost to concentrate, it is to the advan- 
tage of the owner of the grove to keep 
out as much frost as possible by the 
densest windbreak he can grow. This, 
however, will of course have a tendency 
to concentrate the frost on the land 
immediately above that barricaded. 


The Commission Trad2. 
T THE late convention of the Na- 
J tionat League of Commission Mer- 
chants, George W. Barnett, a com- 
mission merchant of Chicago, deliv- 
ered an excellent address, in which 
the change from the old to the present 
methods of conducting the commis- 
sion business, was admirably stated. 
In the conservative old times the re- 
lation of the shipper and the com- 
mission merchant was one of mutual 
confidence and esteem. .Once a year 
a member of the firm visited the sec- 
tions from which he expected consign- 
ménts, renewed his acquaintance with 
his shippers, looked. over their crops, 
and judged .what the volume would 
be. ‘The customer learned from him 
the general condition of trade, and 
could judge something of the returns 
to be expected. The merchant, when 
he went home, had no doubt of. re- 
celving the entire product of - the 
shipper who had promised it, and the. 
shipper had no doubt of receiving 
promptly the exact net returns. Un- 
der these circumstances the merchant 


becama fullv the charac- 


ably, unjustly. 
in Boston and New York ask me, “why }. 


ter and the amount of the business 
which he could expect to handle, and 
could make preparations accordingly. 
The grower would not dream of send- 
Ing less than the whole of his produce, 
or of changing his commission mer- 
chant without notice. The result 
was that the merchant got his stock 
from a comparatively small number of 
shippers, with slight expense of solici- 
tation and book-keeping. 

A little later, although Mr. Barnett 
does not exactly say this, sharp men 
found out that farmers could quite. 
generally be led by the nose almost 
anywhere, and proceeded to do it. A 
new concern starting in trade would 
send out runners to excite distrust of 
the old houses; more by insinuation 
than by direct lies which could be 
faced down, and to ask for “part of 
the shipments to see who would do 
the best,” of course, followed by the 
raw, threadbare device of returning 
more than the market price for a few 
shipments, to justify the insinuations 
which had been made, and get more 
of the trade. This gradually §in- 
creased, until now few firms can get 
shipments except by keeping drummers 
constantly circulating among the far- 
mers. These, of course, have to be 
paid from the business, or, in other 
words, by the farmers. Instead of one 
man- now getting all the trade ofa 
shipper, it is divided up among a 
large number, none of whom know 
what is coming until it arrives, and 
for which the market must be made 
after arrival. The cost of the drum- 
mers and the extra book-keeping, and 
the increasing competition of new 
commission men, many of them un- 
scrupulous and irresponsible, so cut 
off the profits that the merchant is 
driven from the time-honored land- 
marks of commission business and 
compelled to buy and sell upon his 
own account, thus often becoming a 
direct competitor of his consignors, 
with opportunity, undetected, to buy 
go0ds consigned to him cheaply and 
resell at a profit. Some, of course, go 
further than that, and actually make 
false returns, of which almost every 
commission merchant in the trade has 
been accused, in most cases, prob- 


The result of all this is the present 
deplorable condition of the trade 
wherein two classes which almost hate 
each other, continue to do business 
without confidence and without friend- 
ship, and with a great deal of actual 
rascality on both sides. The cause of 
the trouble lies deep in the nature of 
humanity. and is hard to reach. So 
long as farmers are so easy to fool 
they will attract sharp men to fon! 
them, as certainly as molasses will 
attract flies. So long as honorable 
men have competition from sharpers, 
they will themselves he temnted to en- 
gage in questionable practices. and 
sometimes they will yield. This con- 
dition of the commission trade is the 
cause of the numberless oreanizations 
for cotperative selling. These suc- 
ceed just in so far as the farmers who 
organize them have the stability of 
character to sustain them. The pro- 
posed free market in this city is an 
effort to place the commission trade 
in this city under such conditions as 
will tend to square dealing on both 
sides, with resulting mutual ennf- 
dence. Mr. Barnett is not responsible

An Unnecessary Appropriation. 

N THE Agricultural Appropriation 

Bill to be presented to the House is 

an item of $130,000, to be devoted to 
the free delivery of garden and other 
seeds for the farmers. The year’s deliv- 
ery of these seeds is now being made. 
There is this legend printed on the bot- 
tom of each package: “Please report 
the result of your trial to this depart- 
ment.’’ At the head of the package is 
“U. §S. Department of Agriculture.” 
The package at hand franked across 
the continent in a special mail big with 
twenty-five like parcels each contains 
the following “choice” and “rare’”’ 
seeds: Onion, yellow Strasburg; turnip, 
purple-top strap-leaved; lettuce, curled 
Simpson; radish, French breakfast: to- 
mato, perfection. 

In this list-are some old friends of 
our youth. It matters not when Simp- 
son first looked out upon this glorious 
world as a proper field for lettuce, or 
when he passed to pastures new, his 
lettuce, like the brook, will flow on 
forever, as long as the appropriation 
lasts. The legend was intended to aid 
the dissemanation of new varieties, or 
old varieties in new areas, and if the 
intention of the law was followed. a 
single seed to a locality of some new 
and desirable plant, whose culture 
would add to the wealth and happiness 
of the nation, then the appropriation 
would be valuable, As now conducted it 
is the plainest sop to the honorable call- 
ing of agriculture. The experiment sta- 
tions of the educated States distribute 
te each section plants generally better 
adapted to their localities. 

A compliance with the request to re- 
port to the department of the growth 
of these plants, would be a surprise to 
the’ government and a consternation 
to the department, requiring a large 
share of the appropriation to build 
waste baskets to hold the diffusive 
epistles. The Mail and Express hits the 
nail on the head when it says: ‘This 
whole custom, which has grown to the 
proportions of a costly and scandalous 
nuisance, is based upon the insulting as- 
sumption, that the American farmer is 
either too poor or too mean, to buy 
his own seed supplies.” . 

It would be $130,000 better to ap- 
propriate this fund to the division of 
entomology, to study the insects in- 
jurious and beneficial to agriculture 
and how to destroy and foster them. 
—[Colton News. 


POULTRY. 


HERE are many California poultry- 

raisers who can profitably folldéw 

the example of a Kansas man, who 
is utilizing the rabbit pest for the bene- 
fit of his poultry. He writes as fol- 
lows to an exchange: 

“As rabbits are a nuisance here, I 
shoot and trap them, skin and clean 
them, and chop them up (bones and 
all) with a sharp hatchet on a block 
of wood. The birds soon know by the 
sound of the hatchet what I am about, 
and flock around me, and as soon as 
the meat and bones are finely cropped 
I scatter'it around. This furnishes 
both meat and bone, and costs nothing 
except for the shot.”

Rhode Island Industry. 
HODE ISLAND turkeys are fa- 
mous for their quality. Some of 
our readers may remémber the ap- 
pearance of those turkeys exhibited 
in the dressed-poultry department of 
the Boston show. In the best markeis 
in New York City, Providence, New- 
port and. Boston they lead those from 
other sections. In the same markets 
they often bring 10 or 12 cents more 
than those from all other States ex- 
cept Connecticut. About New Year's 
a leading New York paper quoted 
Rhode Island turkeys at 28 cents, and 
everything else in the turkey line at 
less than 17 cents. Many growers are 
interested to know the reason. . 
It is not their fame in the past or 
because they are scarce that they se)! 
for the most; it is on account of their 
superior quality. Much of this high 
quality is due to the plump, compac: 
breeding stock used and to the way it 
is managed; also to the care taken 


r 


in growing and fattening the young | 


turkeys. The pains taken in dressing 
and preparing them for _ shipment, 
however, probably does more than all 
else to give them their high standing. 

Of course you cannot dress a thin. 
flat-bodied, long-leggea bird so it ‘vill 
sell with the best, but the plump2s:, 
best-shaped and most attractive bird 
in every way previous to killing may 
be so dressed that it must be clagsed 
with that which is inferior. ~~ 

Again, the handsomest young tur- 
keys that are perfectly dressed. if 
packed along with ill-dressed ones cr 
with tough old toms and hens must 
be classed with the latter and go fer 
Jess than they are worth. Too many 
send nothing but “fair to poor” stock 
to market. In many cases it is sim- 
ply because they do not know how to 
prepare it so it will bring all that can 
be got for it. 

Successful Rhode Island growers as 
e. rule feed their turkeys from start to 
finish on northern white flint corn, 
which they themselves grow. They take 
great pains to use nothing but well- 
seasoned old corn, because they have 
found that new corn causes bowel 
trouble, which is more to be feared 
in a turkey than any other fowl and 
is liable to be fatal. Diarrhoea seems 
to be more prevalent among turkeys 
than any other disease, and a bird that 
gets sick is apt to die. Foraging in a 
field of green oats may give them 
diarrhoea and much loss. 

Turkeys not only like northern flint 
corn best and fatten best on it, burt it 
makes their flesh more tender, juicy 
and delicious. That given the little 
ones is coarsely ground and mixed with 
sweet or sour milk or made into bread 
that is moistened with milk. This is 
gradually mixed with cracked corn, 
which, when they are about eight 
weeks old, is fed clear or mixed with 
sour milk. In the fall whole corn is 
given. , 

Turkeys which can be given full lib- 
erty from the first on a dry pasture lot 
and after a few weeks allowed to roam 
end roost wherever they choose thrive 
the best if they escape accident or 
enemies. Two turkey hen mothers and 
their broods will then generally join 
forces, apparently for mutual protec- 
tion from hawks and other enemies. 
Where they cannot be given full lib- 
erty they should be given fresh grass 
pasturage daily and milk curd, corn 
gluten and wheat, as well as corn, to 
take the place of insects. Great pains 
should be taken that they are-not 
overfed and that they are given as 
much liberty for exercise as is possi- 
ble. The brood may be prevented 
from leaving a certain field by shinglinz 
the mother turkey so she canno! t!y 
over the wall or fence. This, however, 
places here at the ‘nercy of dogs. 

After June 1 those at full liberty 
are fed but twice daily.—[{S. Cushman, 
in Farm Poultry. 


LIVE STOCK. 


3 SBRASKA cattlemen are sertously 
N oncerned over the number of com- 

munications from stockmen near 
Hooper, Neb., addressed to the Gov- 
ernor, complaining of.a new and fatal 
disease among the cattle there. Noth- 
ing similar has ever been seen in Ne- 
braska, and experienced stockmen as- 
sert that the disease is unlike anything 
they have ever heard of. All letters 
designate the disease as “foot rot,’ 
Hundreds of cattle have died recently 
of the disease. The feet of the af- 
flicted animals turn black in a night, 
and within twenty-four hours begin to 
peel and crumble away until nothing 
but the bone is left. This disinte- 
grates in from three to five days, and 


the cattle die, apparently of blood- 
poisoning. 

= 
Future of the Horse Industry. 


ANY horse-breeders are led to 

believe that present low prices 

continue almost indefinitely. To 
imagine that horse -raising will 
never prove remunerative, or that 
horses will never again bring 
good prices, is, in my opinion, a 
great mistake. The farmer must 
have his horses. The mature horse 
on the farm today need have little 
fear of being displaced by machinery. 
No motor of any kind will Bive’ the 
same satisfaction under all circum- 
stances that a good team will, at an 
equal cost. Steam has been tried as a 
motive power in plowing on a large, 
scale, but it has never come into gen- 
eral use. Electricity cannot be used 
on the farm until a perfect storage 
battery is invented. Electricity will 
do very well for propelling street cars 
on their smooth, solid tracks, where 
each successive trip is made over ex- 
actly the same route. On the farm 
it would be quite different. The bi- 
cycle has undoubtedly taken the place 
of many horses, but not to the ex- 
tent generally supposed. 

Because horses are cheap now, is no 
reason why they should remain so. 
Any other branch of the live-stock 
market fluctuates with the supply and 
demand. Because the horse market 
has been away down for several years 
is one of the best of reasons for pre- 
dicting an upward turn before long, 
and horses will then Be as high as 
they are low now. Horses will be- 
come scarce, as well as other stock. 
They are certainly scarce in our sec- 
tion now. Very few strictly good 
marketable horses can be found. Far- 
mers quit breeding years ago. It did 
not pay: horses could be bought for 
less money than it cost to raisé 
them. The supply has been cut off 
at both ends. There are several 
classes of horses that are bringing 
good prices now, and will so continue 
in spite of steam, electricity or  bi- 
cycles. The extra heavy draught 
horse and the fancy coach or driving 
horse will continue to be in demand 
for the next century at least. The 
supply of horses that will mature and 
be marketable in 1900 is very small, in- 
deed. The farmer who owns a good 
brood mare or two can very profitablv 


turn his attention to'‘raising good 
horses. In order to raise good ones. 
he must ‘breed a finely-built. sound 


mare to an equally well-built 
sound sire. Constitutional and struc- 
tural defects are largely hereditary, 
and-should be carefully avoided.—[o. 
J. Vine in American Agriculturist.

Y A DECISIONof the United States 

Circuit Court of Minneapolis, a law, 

passed in 1891, is declared valid, and 
once more confirms the stand taken 
that all oleomargarine offered for sale 
in Minnesota must be colored pink. In 
sustaining this statute the court ren- 
ders valuable aid to the cause of pure 
dairy products. 

“The State has undoubtedly the 
power,” the Judge says, ‘‘of inspection 
and of confiscation in respect to ‘ar- 
ticles of food put upon the market 
wWhichare deleterious and unwholesome. 
And I think it may go further in re- 
spect to articles of food and take effi- 
cient measures to prevent the people 
from being deceived and imposed upon: 
not only by requiring the packages 
containing an imitation article of food 
to be so marked as to disclose its char- 
acter, but may also require that the 
article itself shall, in @ designated way, 
be so marked for the same purpose.”

A NOVEL FRAUD. The 
which men employ to raise money when 
they ure in financial] stress are innum- 
erable and generally successful until 
théy are exposed. A novelty in thts line 
was recently reported in Chicazo. A 
man «.2gaged in the publishing bhusi- 
ness was in need of money, and he ob- 
tained from a moneyed friend three 
promissory notes for $300 each. These 
notes he indorsed, and he then had 
them discounted at his bank. “o far 
his. acts and intentions were henest 
enough. The notes were payable in 
three, six and nine months, respectively, 
and the moneyed friend was very par- 
ticular that they should be taken up 
promptly on time, saying that future 
financial favors would depend entirely 
upon this. A day or two after the first 
note fell due the maker received what 
he. supposed was the note, marked 
“paid” with a rubber stamp, and with 
the signature torn off. At the end of 
six months he received the second note, 
@s"he supposed, in the same condition, 
and of course he felt perfectly easy 
abeut the third one. But before it be- 
came due the publisher failed, and in 
the course of time the moneyed friend 
was called upon to make good not only 
the last note, but the other two also. 
They had never been taken up at all. 
What about the notes received by the 
moneyed friend, marked “paid?” Well, 
the body of the original notes had been 
filled out by the publisher in his own 
handwriting, and he had taken the 
precaution to fill out duplicates, which, 
however, were not signed at all, but 
carefully put away, to be used in case 

f emergency. When the first note fell 
fue, the publisher was unable to meet 
it, but knowing the bank people very 
well had no trouble in getting a re- 

ewal by paying the interest. But he 
did not dare let his moneyed friend 
know the facts, and there was where 
the duplicate notes came in. The pub- 
lisher had only to stamp these dupli- 
cates “paid,”’ tear off the part of each 
that would have borne the signature, 
and send it to his friend. of course 
the publisher had hoped to arrange 
matters ultimately, but his business 
didn’t prosper as he hoped it would 
and failure brought about discovery. 
He was arrested and kept for some 
time in jail, but was never tried, there 
being some doubt as to whether he 
could be convicted of any crime,

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—The most important 
factor in connection with the day’s stock

of the day. Net gains resulted, fractional 
for the most bart, but extending to a point 
in some cases. Quotations received this 
morning from London showed the prices of 
Americans there substantially above the 
close of the prices here last night, but 
that simply meant that declines: from yes- 
terday’s London closing had not yet fully 
reached yesterday afternoon's heavy de- 
clines here after the London exchange had 
closed. The decline in London which served 
to sustain prices:was on cabled orders from 
New York. and represented the covering of 
shorts put out in this market. -The opening 
here was at six above the London parity, 
but prices yielded immediately after the 
opening on liquidating sales through com- 


mission houses, Support was forthcoming 
before these fell to last night's close, and 
the market rallied, but fell to the lowest be- 
fore noon on the disquieting report ema- 
nating from Key West that evidence had 


been discovered to show that the Maine 
had been destroyed by a torpedo exploded 
outside the ship. The selling on this report 
was quite large, and the level of prices 


was carried substantialy below last night's 
close, but the subsequent rally indicated 
that these sales were largely by bears, who 
were not sure of their position. In fact 
the whole day's market reflected a doubtful 
frame of mind on the part of the specula- 


tive public and a disposition to pursue a 
waiting policy. Some degree of speculative 
interest was doubtless diverted te the wheat 
market. .Yesterday’s increase in the Bur- 
lington dividend rate and the final steps 
toward the purchase of the Kansas Pacific 
by the Union Pacific Reorganization Com- 


mittee, Which was quite lost sight of yes- 
terdayv. a favorable effect today. There 
was large buying today of Oregon Short Line 
and Oregon Nayigation, which was not ex- 
plained by ang definite news announcement 
The doubtful condition of the speculative 
mind was reflected on periods of intense 
dullness during the day.

CHICAGO. Feb. 17.—The reaction in wheat 
that threw the pit into fits in the last hour 
of yesterday’s session and was continued on 
the curb afterward, was renewed today be- 
fore the regular session commenced. First 


curb prices were 1% cents higher, at 1.041%, 


and during the half hour that followed it 
sold as high as 1.07%. The regular opening 
was as wild a one as has been witnessed 
in months. A perfect howl went up from 
shorts. who, in their cagerness to cover 
their lines. bid all the way from 1.05 to 1.06 
for May. and a few seconds after some of 
the more anxious ones bid 1.96%. . That 
proved to be the high point of the day. 
Thousands of bushels were dumped on the 
market by longs, wheat coming from opera- 
tors who have hitherto chosen to hold on 
their lines and more disposition to realize 
being shown than at any time since the re- 
cent advance commenced. The consequence 
was the price broke with bewildering rapid- 
ity, getting down in less than five minutes 
to 1.08%. Then it rebounded again, but with 
less force behind it to 1.04%. The market 
fluctuated rapidly for a time, but renewed 
realizing occurred at every rally, and 
the market gradually became settled. 
Though the disquieting news from Havana 
may have cut some figure in the jump, it 
was a minor factor and was little heard of. 
It was apparently a repetition of yesterday 
among shorts over the Leiter deal, and 
everybody was on the alert to see what he 
would do today. But Leiter's brokers were 


not much in evidence, and the fact that 
there was plenty of wheat for sale at 
around $1.05 served to keep the market 


within bounds. About 11 o'clock selling be- 
came quite heavy. and the low point, 1.03, 
Was reached. Cudahy and others were cred- 
ited with realizing on lines showing heavy 
profits. and commission house had heavy 
selling orders. This decline was followed by 
the reaction to 1.04%, the price about noon. 
For the rest of the session prices rather 
tended toward a lower lever. Foreign mar- 
kets were strong, and showed good closing 
advances. Northwest receipts were rather 
small, at 250 cars, compared with 415 last 
week and 182 a year ago. Chicago received

In view of the wheat 
strength corn did not act strong, and the 
volume of trading was smaller. The market 
opened higher, in sympathy with wheat, but 
declined immediately and acted rather weak 
thereafter. Tho opening was strong in oats 
with wheat, but the advance brought out 
profit-taking, and also induced some short 
selling, and prices declined. There was a 
good trade in provisions. There was profit- 
taking early. This and a lower hog market 
caused some declines. On the break com- 
mission house bought freely, packers also 
taking some of the offerings. Later prices 
settled back considerably on realizing, the 
market ciosed steady.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


CHARGES AGAINST SANTA FE AND 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 

Evidence of a Secret Combination. 

Superior Court Decides the State 


Civil-rights Law to Be Uncon- 
stitutional, 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 17.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The San Diego Union publishes this 
morning some serious charges that are made 
against the Santa Fé and Southern Pacific 
railrcads. It states that evidence of a secret 
combine between these two roads has been 
piling up, until it can now be stated positively 
that a pool exists whereby the two railroads 
divide their profits on the orange and lemon 


shipments, and entirely on local passenger 
traffic. 

-The charge states that this pooling arrange- 

men twas entered into between President Rip- 
ley and other officials of the Santa Fé and 
Vice-President Stubbs and others of the 
Southern Pacific a year ago; that lest year 
the pooling contract existed on citrus fruits 
only; that last October, when President Rip- 
ley and his associates called on the Southe:n 
Pacific officials in San Francisco the pooling 
arrangement was extended into the local pas- 
Senger traffic; that this last arrangement, 
covering citrus fruits and local passenger 
traffic, was reduced to writing, and duplicate 
copies retained by the representatives of the 
two railroads, but for obvidus reasons were 
not signed by the representatives of either of 
the roads. 
_ In speaking of the outward evidences of 
this combination, reference is made to the 
manner in which the cémpanies are handling 
passengers and fruit cars, and the obstacles 
placed in the way of development; their re- 
fusal to aid public celebrations or excursions 
for the benefit of any community, and their 
withdrawal from supporting any worthy local 
enterprise, whether in Los Angeles, San Diego 
or elsewhere in Southern California. 

A positive statement is further made that 
only a few days ago a check for $10,000 was 
handed to the Santa Fé by the Southern Pa- 
cific as the former's share in the Southern 
California business, and that this was paid 
for the reason that the Southern Pacific had 
carried, more passengers than the Santa Fé, 
and that it had been called on, therefore, to 
pay its friend the excess over one-half; that 
the existence of this check is known beyond 
question, and that the proof of this asser- 
tion will be made public if either of the roads 
desire further details of the conspiracy made 
public. Other charges are made to the effect 
that the train service has been crippled by 
the withdrawal of some of the most im- 
portant trains, and that the time cards of 
both systems have been so changed that pas- 
sengers have been thrown from one road to 
the other, as the companies found convenient, 
without regard to the wishes of the public; 
that the effect of this pooling arrangement is 
to stifle competition, and keep up rates on 
Southern California’s principal product. 

The publication here of these charges has 
created somewhat of a sensation, and the pub- 
lic is assured that not only other charges as 
serious as those already published will be 
made, but substantiated with indisputable 
proof when the proper time shall come. 

CIVIL RIGHTS CASE DECISION. 

Superior Judges Torrance and Hughes, sit- 
ting in bank, yesterday decided the case of 
Edward Anderson (colored) vs. John C. 
Fisher, manager of Fisher’s Operahouse, in 
favor of the defendant. The action was orig- 
inally brought in the Justice Court by An- 
derson, who asked for damages from tha de- 


fendant for refusing to permit him to occupy 
a seat in the parquette of the opera- 
house on account of his color. In 


the Justice Court Anderson was awarded 
damages in the sum of $150, but the case 
was appealed to the Superior Court, with the 
result that the decision of the lower court 
was reversed. The plaintiff brought this suit 
under the provisions of an act passed by the 
last State Legislature, entitled, “‘An Act to 
Protect All Citizens in Their Civil and Legal 
Rights,’’ which provides that all citizens with- 
in the jurisdiction of this State shall be en- 
titled to equal accommodations and privilages 
in places of public amusement, including the- 
aters, subject only to the conditions and lim- 
itations established by law and applicable 
alike to all citizens. 

The Superior Court held this act to be un- 
constitutional for three reasons: First, be- 
cause it violated that clause of the Constitu- 
tion of this State which provides that ‘‘every 
act shall embrace but one subject, which 
subject shall be expressed in its title;’’ sec- 
ond, because the act violated that clause of 
the State Constitution which provides that 
‘all laws of a general nature shall have a 
uniform operation,’’ and, third, because the 
act violated that clause of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Federal Constitution which 
provides, ‘‘nor shall any State deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal pro 
tection of the laws.’’ i 

The court held that under the provisions of 
this clause of the national Constitution all 
persons living within the jurisdiction of a 
State, whether citizens or not, were entitled 
to the equal protection of the laws enacted 
by the State, and that an act of the Legisla- 
ture of a State, the purpose and intent of 
which was solely to protect its own citizens 
in the enjoyment and enforcement of personal 
rights, which belong alike to persons 
within the jurisdiction of a State, contravened 
the provisions of the Federal Constitution 
above quoted. The State civil rights law was 
therefore declared unconstitutional by the 
Superior Court of San Diego county. 

BID FOR BONDS. 

. At a meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday a representative of Farsen, Leach 
& Co., bankers of Chicago and New York, 
submitted a proposition to purchase $200,000 
worth of county bonds at 4% per cent.

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MISS WILLARD DEAD. 


END OF THE LONG CAREER OF A 
GOOD WOMAN. 


Years Speni in Labors for Her Sex. 
Long Been a Sufferer from Dis- 
ense, Which Made Her an Easy 
Prey to the Grip. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Miss Frances E. 
Willard, president of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, died shortly after mid- 
night this morning at the Hotel Empire, this 
city. Miss Willard had beem ill for about 
three weeks. 

Dr. Hill made the following statement to- 
night: ‘‘Miss Willard had suffered some years 
from profound anaemia, and on several oc- 
casions had been given up to die. Last sum- 
mer she seemed to take on a new lease of life 
and gained in weight and strength, so that 
she went through her convention work at To- 
ronto and Buffalo, which was most arduous, 
and came out much better than was expected, 
but on her arrival fivé weeks ago she was 
much prostrated and readily took the grip, 
complications of which caused her death.’’ 


Sketch of Her Life. 


Frances Elizabeth Willard was born in 
Churchville, N. Y., September 28, 1839. She 
was graduated at Northwestern Female Col- 
lege, Evanston, Ill., in 1859, became profe:sor 
of natural sciences there in 1862, and was 
principal of Genessee Wesleyan Seminary in 
1866-67, The following year she spent in for- 
eign travel, giving a part of the time to study 
in Paris and contributing to periodicals. In 
1871-74 she was professor of esthetics in North- 
western University and dean of the Woman's 
College. where she developed her system of 
self-government, which has been adopted by 
other educators. Miss Willard left her pro- 
fession in 1874 to identify herself with the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, serv- 
ing as corresponding secretary of the national 
organization till 1879, and since that dat. as 

resident. As secretary she organized the 
ome-protection movement and sent an ap- 
peal from nearly two hundred thousand peo- 
ple to the Legislature of Illinois asking for 
the temperance ballot for women. On the 
death of her brother, Oliver E. Willard. in 
1879, she succeeded him as editor of the Chi- 
cago Evening Post. In 1886 she accepted the 
leadership of the White Cross movement in 
her own unions, which has obtained through 
her influence enactments in twelve States for 
the protection of women. In 1888 she .was 
made president of the American brancli of 
the International Council of Women and ot 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
which she had founded five years before. Be- 
sides many pamphlets and contributions to 
magazines and the press, Miss Willard has 
published: ‘“‘Nineteen Beautiful Years,’ a 
tribute to her sister; ‘‘Woman and Temper- 
ance.’’ to Win,” and ‘‘Woman in the 
Pulpit.” 


VICTIMS OF THE SEA. 


MANY REATHS IN THE WRECK OF 
A FRENCH LINER. 


Desperate Rush Made for the Boats 
and Scores Jumped into the 
Sea—Few More Saved— 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

TENERIFFE (Canary Islands,) eb. 
17.—[By Atlantio Cable.] M. Muoz, the 
only surviving passenger of the Com- 
pagnie Generale Transatlantique 
steamer Flachal, bound from Marseilles 
for Colon, which was wrecked at An- 
aga Point, this island, early yesterday, 
during a thick fog, says: 

“When the Flachal grounded her en- 
giteers let off steam and ther2by pre- 
verted the boilers from bursting. The 
passengers, under charge of the direc- 
tor and the second officer, were shut 
up in the deckhouse under the ridze. 

“The captain ordreed the boats out, 
but the vessel took a heavy list to port, 
and three of the port boats were car- 
ried away by a heavy sea directly after 
they were launched. An attempt was 
then made to launch the starboard life- 
boat and, after working steadily from 
2 until 9 in the morning, it was suc- 
cessful. Those on board immediately 
made a desperate rush. Fifty jumped 
into the sea in an endeavor to reach 
the boat, but only sixteen succ2eded, 
and two of those were washed out. 
The boat was full of water, and it was 
impossible to use the oars. After half 
an hour the steamer Susu arrived ard 
picked up the fourteen in the boat. 

“There were still about forty people 
on the wreck, but when the Susu re- 
turned from Santa Cruz not a soul 
was to be seen, and the sea was 
washing completely over the wreck. 
The captain and officers did their 
best, but owing to the mountainous 
seas, it was impossible to attempt to 
save the women and children. All 
were obliged to jump to save their 
lives. The captain was in bed when 
the vessel struck, and the second @fii- 
cer was in charge.”’

Hancock Banning was elected a mem- 
ber of the committee. A _ vote of 
thanks to The Times was given, and 
the other papers were requested to co- 
operate. 

After a long discussion of the main 


question, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 
“Whereas. since the last meeting of 


the Committee of Thirty a renewed in- 
terest in the matter of a ficesta has 
seemed to become manifest: whereas, 
in addition to the sum of $6220.50 pre- 
viously subscribed other amounts ag- 
gregating $1582.50, have been reported, 


making the total amount apparently 
available to date $7803: whereas, this 
renewed interest, and the additional 


subscriptions would seem to warrant 
the Committee of Thirty in making 
another aitempt to hold a fiesta this 
year, and, whereas, the net «mount 
received from subscriptions last vear 
amounted to $16,799, therefore be it 

“Resolved, that it is the.sense of this 
meeting that if, within two weeks or 
eat a period not later than March 3, 
1898, the total sum of nok less than 
$16,000 in bona fide subscriptions shall 
have been received, that the action
